F air Hill, Md., plays host to a weekend 
for the Thoroughbred Oct. 27-28. 
Dubbed “Furlongs to Fences” by its 
organizers, the event comprises education, 
fun and some serious competition for 
Thoroughbreds who have embarked on 
second careers.

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PENSIONERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kim mitt 



f only Reraise could talk. 

From humble beginnings, he went 
through the Keeneland sales ring twice: 
an RNA as a weanling at $4,700, and then 
selling as a yearling for a bargain-basement 
price of $8,000. He took his connections to 
dizzying heights, inking his then 27-year-old 
trainer Craig Dollase’s name in the record 
books as the youngest conditioner of a 
Breeders’ Cup winner. He earned just shy of 
$1 million, finishing second only once in his 
nine-race, eight-win career. Yet within a few 
years, he had completely fallen off the radar 
screen, leaving even Dollase to wonder what

happened. And when he did resurface five 
years ago, he had ended up on the farm of 
philanthropist Rose Marie Bogley at one of 
the most celebrated and storied properties in 
Virginia hunt country. Ahhhh, serendipity. 

Now 17, Reraise was bred in Kentucky 
by Willard Sergent. By Northern Dancer’s 
son Danzatore out of the $7,200 earner Get 
Us to Paris, by Policeman (Fr), little about 
Reraise’s pedigree screamed “multiple graded 
stakes winner.” And it hinted even less at 
sprinter’s speed, suggesting more of a turf 
route suitability. But as an untried 2-year-old 
in California, the swift Reraise caught the 


eye of Bob Feld, who assembled 
the partnership deal that sold 
the gelding to owners Barry Fey, 
Moon Han, Dr. Frank Sinatra 
and Dr. Larry Opas. While always 
impressed by the horse’s form and 
speed figures, Feld could never 
have imagined the success that 
awaited. 

Reraise won his first and only 
start at 2 in October 1997, running 
for a $62,500 claiming tag at Santa 
Anita. Former concert promoter 
Fey, the majority owner at 60 
percent, immediately paid the 
$600 fee to make Reraise eligible 
for the Triple Crown in 1998. 
Dollase begged to differ, instead 
turning the horse out for 75 days 
to give his immature knees a 
chance to knit before putting him 
to work. Reraise won again in his 
second career start, an allowance 
at Hollywood Park in May 1998, 
and then repaid the young trainer’s 
patience by winning the Playa Del 
Rey Stakes by 6 lengths that July 
over Del Mar Futurity-G2 winner 
Souvenir Copy. His only defeat 
followed six weeks later at Del 
Mar, when he finished second to 
the Charlie Whittingham trainee 
Young At Heart after washing out 
before the race. 

But on September 26 at 
Turfway Park, Reraise captured 
the 6-furlong Kentucky Cup 
Sprint-G2, missing the track 
record by just a fifth of a second. 
Crowded at the start, Reraise 
blasted past the field to win by 
12 lengths in 1:08.50. Wisely, Fey 
and his minority partners had paid 
the $120,000 supplemental fee to 
the Breeders’ Cup Sprint just two 
weeks before his dazzling score at 
Turfway. 

At Churchill Downs on 
November 7, 1998, sophomore 
Reraise faced off against 13 
formidable speedsters—most of 
them older horses—in the 
$1 million Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl. Sent off at 3.80-1, 
Reraise led at every call, beating 
Grand Slam and Kona Gold. The 
four wins from five starts in 1998 
garnered him the Eclipse Award 
for champion sprinter. 
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Sponsored by The Maryland-Bred Race Fund 


Rested until April 1999, Reraise made a triumphant comeback 
in Oaklawn Park’s Count Fleet Sprint Handicap-G3. A month 
later at Golden Gate Fields, he faced just three opponents in 
the Oakland Handicap and “won as he pleased.” But chronic 
abcesses in his feet and tendon injuries sidelined the gelding until 
November 2000, when he won an allowance race at Hollywood 
Park. 

It would be a year before Reraise was heard from again. Then 
in the barn of trainer Tom Skiffington, the champion re-injured 
a tendon while preparing for yet another return to the races at 
Belmont Park in November 2001. That setback proved to be the 
end of his remarkable career. 

Fast forward six years. Michelle Trufant, assistant trainer 
for noted Virginia horsewoman Barbara Graham, called her 
friend Rose Marie Bogley about a big bay gelding in residence 
at Graham’s farm. Bogley, owner of Peace and Plenty at 
Bollingbrook in Upperville, was one of the most accomplished 
sidesaddle competitors in the country. Trufant was sure that 
the horse was perfectly suited for Bogley, a long-time breeder 
and owner who was also an active and passionate proponent of 
Thoroughbred rescue efforts. 

“Michelle called and said ‘Barbara’s got a nice big horse here 
who’s quiet enough for you to ride sidesaddle,’” Bogley said. “I 
had no idea who he was; they just sent this beautiful horse over. 
And I thought well, he’s certainly big enough; he has great neck 
and everything.” 

The horse went to Graham with some rehabilitation and a 
potential return to the races in mind. Instead, he found a new 
life. 

About eight months after Reraise arrived at her farm, Bogley 
was on the phone with her niece one day and mentioned the 
horse. Bogley, who to this day readily and happily professes her 
ignorance of all things electronic, knew nothing more than her 
big bay horse’s name. After a little research, her niece phoned 
back with the astounding news-the latest addition to the Peace 
and Plenty herd was a bona fide star. 

“He is absolutely wonderful,” Bogley said. “But I’ve never 
cantered him-he’s big, he’s strong. He’s great looking, but he’s 
really so powerful, and you don’t realize it until you’re on him. 

He dumped me once; he wheeled up in this field here,” she 
said, gesturing toward a slow hill, “and off I went. So a couple 
of times when he really tensed up, I hopped off. And I never 
used to do that. But I’m old now, and I don’t want to be in a 
wheelchair. I ride him every Saturday and sometimes during the 
week for about an hour or so.” 

Bogley eventually contacted Dollase, sending photos of 
the champion thriving in retirement at historic, picturesque 
Bollingbrook, a restored pre-Civil War plantation. 

“They wrote me a letter back, and they too were interested to 
know how I got him.” 

In April 2011, Dollase’s wife Nancy penned that “My 
husband had tried for a time to find out where they had taken 
him, but to no avail. When we received your photos and update, 
it brought back lovely memories and happiness because Reraise 
deserves nothing but the best. .. and it seems through your 
photos that he is getting exactly that. Could you please keep us 
informed of how he is doing?” 

The Dollases needn’t worry. Reraise is surrounded by peace 
and plenty. ^

Editorial

New fans 
could help 
tracks fly high 


F risbee. 

During a question-and-answer 
session with Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
writer Vinnie Perrone (see page 14), 
entrepreneur, venture capitalist, college 
professor and racing fan Tom Kuegler 
said he and his son could have played 
Frisbee on the track apron at Pimlico 
without anyone complaining. On a day of 
live racing. 

It’s a great line, one that makes you 
laugh. Or cry. Depends on how you 
look at it. Teach a graduate-level course 
at Loyola in business innovation and 
you’d smile when you said it. Work in 
Thoroughbred racing and you might 
cringe, or at least start polishing up your 
resume. 

Read the entire story though. It’s far 
more than one throwaway line. 

Kuegler took a unique look at racing 
in Maryland (though it could probably be 
any state) via his students and the class 
project. The idea was to challenge the stu¬ 
dents to create a business plan to attract 
spectators to Maryland’s racetracks. The 
students steered clear of other issues in 
racing-facilities, funding, racing dates and 
so on-to take a clean look at an overall 
issue. There aren’t enough people at the 
tracks, and therefore new fans are not 
being created. 

Though their professor has a long 
connection to the sport, few knew much 
about racing beyond the Preakness. 

The results ought to make it to the 
desk of racing executives in the region 
and beyond, though I’m not naive enough 
to think tracks can spend money they 
don’t have or wave a magic wand and cure 
a long list of problems. But, core prob¬ 
lems present themselves in the work of 
Kuegler’s class. Core solutions are there 
too and it behooves racing to consider 
such outside thinking. 

Yes, racing depends on existing bettors 
(and slots players or other gamblers) to 
fuel the purse structure and other revenue, 
but that does not mean racing should give 
up trying to recruit new fans —who may 
or may not be bettors. Get people to the 
track first. Convince them to bet later. 
That ought to be a marketing principle at 
any Thoroughbred track in the country. 
Recruit new fans, or look up someday and 
have none. 


The Preakness draws a full house to 
Pimlico. Few are hard-core racing fans, 
but they show up for the event. Nobody 
will create another Preakness, but tracks 
need to cultivate more events. Maryland 
Million, Haskell Invitational, Pennsylvania 
Derby, Delaware Handicap, Virginia 
Derby, West Virginia Breeders Classics 
. . . the region’s tracks have some events 
but could use more. And get with the 
times. You need food/drink specials, 
concerts and other hooks at your events. 
People come to the Preakness for that 
stuff. Give them another reason to think 
about the racetrack. 

Embrace technology. Few sports 
merge past and present more than horse 
racing. On one side, you’ve got genera¬ 
tions of breeding and tradition. On the 
other, you’ve got speed figures and 
exotic wagering choices. Keep the old, 
but embrace the new. Does your racetrack 
have an app? New fans will expect that. 
Does your racetrack have a fantasy league? 
New fans will expect that too. 

Create a season. Today’s sports fans 
want a beginning, an end, a clear season 
like other sports. Baseball starts with 
spring training, ends with the World 
Series. Nationally, racing has a season that 
leads to the Breeders’ Cup but the path 
isn’t always clear to novice fans. Locally, 
the season is simply the racing calendar 
and some tracks race virtually year round. 

Ultimately, the sport comes back to 
the animals though. And Kuegler’s class 
touched on this too. A room full of col¬ 
lege students pursuing master’s degrees 
came to the conclusion that horse welfare 
matters to fans. The students think drugs 
should be eliminated from the sport. 
Again, that’s not happening immediately 
or easily, but medication issues affect new 
fans. Remember that. 

Like always, new initiatives in racing 
must find a way to get funded. Who’s 
going to pay for all this? Kuegler is a 
venture capitalist and he thinks it can 
happen. He talked of pooling resources, 
maximizing talents, attracting leaders from 
other industries, leveraging some of the 
contacts racing has now to develop a new 
model. 

As Kuegler’s class looked at it, the goal 
must be to get more people to the track. 
And leave the Frisbees at home.

For entrepreneur ; Loyola professor Tom Kuegler, 
new thinking can create new path to success

T he suburban closeness of Essex, 
Md., loomed a vast frontier to Tom 
Kuegler. There, in the mid-1980s, 
he gauged the winds of opportunity and 
launched his first daring expedition into 
entrepreneurism. He was 12. 

To enlighten locals daily on neighbor¬ 
hood concerns, Kuegler began publishing 
The Rag from home. He wrote the articles, 
laid it out, printed it, sold subscriptions. 
Through the short-lived venture, Kuegler 
discovered the intricacies of newspaper- 
ing, a love for the printed word and the 
upshot of revenues that fail to support 
labor investment. 

Wise to the need for a sounder busi¬ 
ness model, he recalibrated and diversified. 
At 15, penciled computations promised 
grass-cutting profits despite front-end 
capital costs. Kuegler’s dad drove him to 
Montgomery Ward’s at Golden Ring Mall, 
where young Tom applied for a line of 
credit, got it without a co-signature, and 
bought a lawn mower and edge trimmer. 
Targeting the nearby village of Ruxton 
for its larger tracts and greater means, he 


posted his services on a bulletin board 
at GrauTs Market and got his first job 
that afternoon. Three years later, college 
waiting, Kuegler sold the business-for 
$250,000. 

The entrepreneurial valve an open 
throttle, Kuegler launched varied tech- 
driven projects as an undergrad at Loyola 
University in Baltimore. Even those that 
bombed proved useful preps in racetrack 
talk, a language Kuegler well understood. 

His maternal great-grandfather, Pierre 
(P.J.) Lacoste, had raced and trained 
Thoroughbreds, as had great-uncle A.J. 
Lacoste. Before young Tom Kuegler had 
found newsprint or landscaping, he’d 
found Pimlico and its accordant wonders: 
the action, the energy and, of course, the 
alluring, egg-heady challenge of handicap- 
ping. 

From generations of carpenters, con¬ 
struction workers and other skilled labor¬ 
ers, Kuegler became the family’s first col¬ 
lege graduate. He got an economics degree 
from Loyola in 1994 and eventually co¬ 
founded Wasabi Ventures, a Manchester, 
N.H., venture capital firm. Wasabi’s man- 
aging partner, Kuegler said he entertains 
100 to 150 solicitations a week from hope¬ 
ful tech-related CEOs seeking seed money 
and validation. One query, seeking neither, 
excited him last fall. 

Karyl Leggio, dean of Loyola’s Sellinger 
School of Business and Management, 
asked whether Kuegler would teach a grad¬ 
uate class on innovation. Long a Loyola 
benefactor, Kuegler had given a hundred 


or more Loyola students jobs at Wasabi 
and related companies. He accepted the 
teaching position and its modest stipend 
and arranged to get to Baltimore every 
Friday from January through April. He told 
the 19 final-term master’s students, tike 
most everyone, to call him TK. 

Given no subject parameters, Kuegler, 
41, posed an innovative challenge that 
reflected his entrepreneurial zeal and 
horse-racing pedigree. For one of four 
assignments, he had the students form 
five groups and devise a comprehen¬ 
sive business plan that would get peo¬ 
ple to the Maryland horse tracks. (Given 
Loyola’s location and the long shadow of 
the Preakness Stakes, each group gener¬ 
ally used Pimlico Race Course as a model.) 
Almost without exception, Kuegler said, 
the students had tittle or no insight into 
the sport. 

The groups aired provocative Power¬ 
Point presentations at semester’s end, and 
Kuegler invited members of the Maryland 
racing industry to taste the offerings. Each 
student group suggested variations on a 
single thesis: Racing must diversify by 
offering other forms of entertainment. 
(Capital improvements needed to engen¬ 
der the modifications were not specifically 
addressed.) Among the recommendations: 

• Expand the track’s popularity by mak¬ 
ing it more attractive to all ages, thereby 
“breeding” younger fans. The racing oval 
would be encircled by five areas comprising 
The Cycle of Life and corresponding to 
age-related wants: The Pony Playground, 
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Racing must diversify by offering 
other forms of entertainment. 


offering activities and pony rides for pre¬ 
schoolers; The Colts Club, giving kids 5 
to 12 a more elaborate playground and 
the chance to compete in assorted races; 
the Junior Jockey Club would offer riding 
lessons, horse-related video games and 
prize-winning contests to 13 to 16-year- 
olds; the Young Singles and Couples Area 
would feature a beer garden, music, coffee 
house, artisan vendors and “speed dating”; 
and The Grand Pasture, for the sport’s 
adult horseplayers, would offer high-tech 
service, fine wine and scotch in a fashion¬ 
able setting. 

• Create fantasy racing leagues with pay¬ 
offs for contestants whose stables (horses, 
owners, trainers, jockeys) perform best at a 
race meeting. 

• Incorporate a mobile app to facilitate 
parking, betting, food-service needs and 
on-track interaction. 

• Create NASCAR-like teams that com¬ 
pete geographically in leagues. The teams 
would comprise horses, breeders, owners, 
trainers, vets and stable hands and engage 
in a season-long competition preceding 
playoffs and championship. 

• Use the infield for a host of fan-relat¬ 
ed activities, in the spirit of Preakness Day. 

• Encourage track owners to engage 
in reciprocal accommodations with other 
family-friendly regional destinations: for 
Pimlico, that would mean the Baltimore 
Aquarium, Maryland Science Center, Zoo 
and Port Discovery. 

• Mollify animal-welfare interests by 
eliminating drugs and celebrating the ani¬ 
mal and its “natural” abilities. 

• Place revenue-producing advertise¬ 
ments along the homestretch. 

Kuegler, in Maryland on business, 
stopped for lunch at a Laurel diner to 
discuss the classroom exercise, his zest for 
racing and his creative ideas about a sport 
largely resistant to change. 

How did you 
incorporate horse 
racing into your 
curriculum? 

So I got to the class the first day with 
no syllabus, and I said, We’re gonna make 
a syllabus right now-on the fly.’ This is the 
tail end of their program; this is the last 


class they have to take before they’re done. 
And one of the assignments - and, once 
again, this is a class on how to do innova¬ 
tion in the business world-came across 
after I told them the story of horse racing, 
and that I think horse racing in Maryland 
is completely broken. Utterly broken. And 
it needs to get fixed. And we’re going to do 
that in class. And your job is to come back 
with innovative solutions that will solve 
the one problem affecting Maryland rac¬ 
ing and racing in general, which is, it needs 
fans. How do you get people to the track? 
Don’t try to solve all the other problems. 
Just get people to the track, because if you 
do that, they’ll feel what I felt as a 6, 7, and 
8-year-old—that excitement of the stretch 
run, all that energy. 

It’s not about simulcasting. I get why we 
have to have that as part of the industry; 
I’m not arguing that. But we don’t want 
fans watching a TV-they can do that at 
home; all you get are addicted gamblers. 
Instead, try to get them through the turn¬ 
stiles, and get ’em there for the experience, 
and you can make it an event. 

Remember, this is the entertainment 
business. If you get more people there, 
the handle will go up, and when the handle 
goes up, the purses go up; when the purses 
go up, you get better horses. And then it 
goes full circle, and you get new people 
coming in. And don’t tell me you can’t do 
it, because you do it once a year with the 
Preakness. 

How initiated were 
these students toward 
horse racing? 

At one point I said, ‘So how many of 
you have been to the track, ever? Including 
the Preakness.’ And I would say maybe 25 
percent said yes. And of those, they only 
went to the Preakness. There was no one 
that was a racing fan in the room. 

So I said, ‘Perfect. You know why? 
Because you’re who I want to get. If we 
can get you to do this, then we’ve got 
something. You’re smart, well educated, 
upper-level income—you’re the ones I want 
to get to the track anyway. So tell me the 
story of how you’re going to get you and 
your friends to go.’ That was the project. 

And I gave them a couple of other 
rules: It’s got to be practical-don’t tell me 


how you’re gonna invest half a billion dol¬ 
lars and do something insane; I don’t want 
to hear about it because it’s not practical. 
It’s not gonna happen. The second thing 
is, I don’t want to hear about racinos. The 
answer’s not racinos, because that’s not 
entertainment. I want you to tell me how 
to get people to the races-not so they can 
stick quarters into slot machines. Tell me 
something else. 

In general, what’d 
you think of their 
conclusions? 

I think they came to the same conclu¬ 
sions that I had—you’ve got to be about 
entertainment. 

How do you get kids to come? I took 
mine on the opening Saturday this year [at 
Pimlico]. One, nobody was there. If you 
can’t draw people to opening weekend, you 
can’t draw. So you’ve got real problems. I 
mean, there was no one there. My son and 
I could have played Frisbee next to the rail, 
and no one would have bothered us. The 
second thing is, it’s not necessarily an invit¬ 
ing place today. I mean, compare Pimlico 
to Delaware Park, with its picnic areas. So 
there were a lot of suggestions like that. 

I think one of the teams even took a 
field trip to Pimlico, so they took it serious. 
They talked about having concerts, which 
is one of my things. You have concerts 
on Preakness Day. Why can’t you have 
concerts anytime else? You’ve got this big, 
open space. It’s perfect for holding con¬ 
certs. Why do you hold concerts one day a 
year? What is the logic there? 

Why not have evening events? There’s 
a reason why there aren’t baseball games 
in the afternoon anymore. We used to do 
that in the booming days of baseball too. 
And they figured out there was a better 
way to grow the business. . . So to say. 
We’re gonna have post time at 12:20 on 
a Thursday,’ who the hell’s showin’ up 
at 12:20? People who aren’t productive 
in anything else. And that’s [whom] you 
want to build your business on? Name me 
another entertainment that’s happening at 
12:20 in the afternoon on a Thursday that 
doesn’t have some kind of shadiness to it. 
Yeah, strip clubs are probably busy at 12:20 
too, but I’m pretty sure that’s not [whom] 
you’re trying to emulate. 
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What else can be 
done to make racing 
more relevant? 

Good business is about listening to 
your audience. Your audience has said, ‘I 
am not going to a dingy place so that I can 
bet on things that are archaic and I don’t 
understand, and spend an afternoon with 
something that isn’t comfortable or fun.’ 
So take that data and do something posi¬ 
tive with it. 

Why do they come on Preakness Day? 
The skeptic will say. Well, they come so 
they can drink in the infield. And those 
people don’t even know races are going 
on.’ Yeah, but there’s a whole mess of 
other people who are there and do know 
that races are going on. Your handle’s not 
better on Preakness Day? Your handle’s 
massively better. Sure, there are people 
there buying wristbands so they can drink 
all day. I get it. Don’t fight that. Have that 
next Saturday too. We’re gonna have a 
beach volleyball contest here—everybody 
show up. Oh, by the way, there’s racing 
goin’ on too. Guess what? You’ve got a 
whole new demographic coming through 
the door. And some of those people, in 
between events, may look at the program 
and make some bets. 

Some of the suggested 
measures would 
require significant 
capital investment; 
Maryland’s mile tracks 
are especially cash- 
strapped. How do 
you address that? 

You don’t think [Under Armour CEO] 
Kevin Plank would spend money? I do. I 
just pick him out because he’s a Baltimore 
guy. There are other smart people who 
would look at this situation as a business 
situation. At the end of the day, you’ve still 
got to make money; let’s not kid ourselves. 
If the horse owners and trainers aren’t 
making money, if the track owners aren’t 
making money, there isn’t a business here. 
You can’t keep a hobby forever. And for 


some of these people, it’s a hobby, not a 
business. But there are smart people both 
inside and outside the racing industry who 
will look at an opportunity and say, ‘If I 
can get this, this and this, I can turn this 
into a business that’s profitable.’ 

What drew you 
to the races? 

As a kid, I loved the action: There 
was stuff goin’ all the time. You’ve got a 
tote board, where the numbers are always 
changing; I was a numbers-driven person 
and still am. You’ve got a program that 
you can sit and read all day to try to figure 
out angles. I loved handicapping; I still love 
handicapping. I loved the environment. 

I remember vividly, to this day, going 
to Pimlico and being able to get on the rail 
and experience this thrilling feeling of lis¬ 
tening to the crowd rooting for the horses 
as they come into the stretch. Of course, 
they’re all pulling for different horses; that’s 
how the game goes. And as a kid, I would 
love sitting there and listening to that, just 
the feel of the crowd, as if the crowd was 
doing something to spur that on. You 
don’t really feel that in other sports. Go to 
a football game—you don’t feel the crowd 
rise like they do for a prolonged stretch 
run, 25 seconds or whatever it may be. 

Then-general manager 
Chick Lang once 
interviewed you for 
a job at Pimlico. 

What happened? 

Chick was on the radio all the time on 
[W]BAL. I was a college student, and I 
wrote Chick Lang a letter and left him a 
voice mail at BAL. And I said, ‘Hey, I’m a 
big fan of racing, and I want to see how I 
can get into the industry.’ I told him about 
my family’s involvement in the sport, and 
he knew them. 

I remember being on the phone with 
him, and I was telling him about my back¬ 
ground and what I do, and I’ll never forget 
it: He said, ‘Tom, you’re way too smart to 
be in the racing business.’ He said, ‘I can do 
a couple intros for you, but you don’t want 
to be in that business.’ He said. You go off, 
do something else and make horse racing a 


hobby. But don’t make it part of your busi¬ 
ness.’ I took his words to heart. So the late 
Chick Lang really directed me. 

What, if any, personal 
equity do you have 
in the sport? 

Not right this second, but I have in the 
past bought into a few syndicates here and 
there. I’ve never owned a horse outright 
on my own. I remember my great-grand¬ 
mother Imelda would say all the time: You 
know the best way to make a small fortune 
in horse racing? Start off with a large for¬ 
tune.’ So it always resonated in my head. 

I try not to go into industries where I 
know absolutely nothing about what I’m 
doing... But, under the right circumstances, 
I would absolutely consider investing as 
soon as I get four kids through college. 
That’s probably a milhon-dollar venture in 
itself. So, basically, I’m not sitting around 
thinking about ways to make a fortune in 
the industry, but it draws me. 

What would it take 
for you to invest 
in a racetrack? 

I would need the right people to be 
involved. And I’m not sitting here with 
the right people in my head. It would be 
die right group of people that I would be 
convinced could execute it well and had a 
vision of what they wanted to build—tak¬ 
ing it to a new level of entertainment. . . 

I don’t know if one person could step 
into the breach here and solve all the prob¬ 
lems. I think it would take a syndicate of 
people who would say, ‘We’re going to pool 
a lot of different talents together to make 
this happen.’ I think that’s the secret here. 

As a free-market 
proponent, how do 
you regard a sport 
that has become 
increasingly dependent 
on outside subsidy? 

Sadly, I hear too many folks in the 
industry use the whole racino thing as an

excuse: ‘Maryland didn’t get racinos, so 
we’re screwed.’ Well, just shut up. 

I get it—it didn’t work out. It would 
have been a lot easier if you had gotten a 
racino. I’ll be the first to admit it. But does 
that mean you close up shop? You’re done? 
You’re tellin’ me, ‘I’ve got nothin’ else 
in the tank. Woe is us. It’s just not work¬ 
ing out.’ Stop whining. I understand that, 
because you didn’t get racinos, your owners 
went to Philly and Delaware Park and West 
Virginia. It stunk. It didn’t get handled well, 
and it put you at an economic disadvantage 
in the state of Maryland. 

So what does that mean? All kinds of 
companies all the time get stuck in eco¬ 
nomic disadvantages. Do they all just quit? 
I don’t know if I have the right answers or 
not. All I have is passion for hoping that 
smart people do want to fix this. Again, I 
go back to the class-there weren’t any rac¬ 
ing fans in the room. It wasn’t like I was 
sitting there with a bunch of trainers and 
owners who said, ‘Let’s get this fixed.’ I was 
dealing with John Q. Public. And guess 
what? They wanted it to thrive. Especially 
once they took five minutes and dug in and 
understood what racing meant to Maryland. 

If racing were to 
nationals and appoint 
you CEO, what changes 
might you implement? 

[Laughs]. If it did happen, the big¬ 
gest thing I would say is that it needs to 
work across the country the same way. 
We’re gonna all play under the same rules. 
We’re not gonna have one set of rules 
in California and another set of rules in 
Maryland. 

We’re gonna make it into a season— 
there’s a specific season that happens, just 
like all other sports. 

I would try to pull people that have 
been very successful in other forms of 
entertainment and say, ‘How do we fix 


this from an entertainment standpoint?’ 
I would pull bright minds from different 
areas. 

To what extent does 
racing suffer from a 
lack of seasonality? 

Without it, there’s no urgency to go to 
the track—there’s always time. 

But if you make it a season and it’s 
finite, and there are championships that 
happen and there are things that build 
up, it gives your product more meaning. 
And I get that that happens in the racing 
business, but not in a way that compels 
the public. 

So you’ve got a super horse, and you’re 
gonna do this race and this race and this 
race, and it’s gonna build up. That’s great. 
You know what? It’s completely opaque to 
the outsiders. ‘The Travers is when? And 
how does that tie into anything else that is 
happening?’ 

The racing person who lives in that 
world gets it, but we’ve already got those 
fans. Tell me how to get the guys in my 
class, the women in my class, to say, ‘Okay, 
there’s this race and this race and this race, 
and it builds up.’ Every other sporting 
event has that. Even lowly college football 
now understands that you have to have 
some kind of structure that builds to a 
championship. 

If you stop somebody on Route 1 over 
here and say, ‘What’s the biggest race in 
racing?’ ‘The Kentucky Derby.’ Even if 
they’re from Maryland, that’s what’s gonna 
come out of their mouth, because that’s 
what gets all the attention. And probably 
that shouldn’t be the biggest race. 

The Breeders’ Cup is the perfect vehicle 
for a year-end championship. The problem 

is, there’s no build-up. People don’t know 
what’s going on with races that lead up to 

it, and they’re happening all over the place. 
How is that possibly going to work, that 
somebody who’s a casual follower can find 


a logical path to this year-end showdown 
and make sense of it? 

Given that most people 
can’t define its bread- 
and-butter wager, 
win-place-show, is 
racing too esoteric for 
the modern world? 

You bring them in for the spectacle; 
they’ll get whatever they want out of it. 
How many people watch the Super Bowl 
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just for the freaking commercials? WeVe 
gotten to the point where a sporting spec¬ 
tacle is watched more for the advertising by 
some people than it is for the actual game. 
Do they ever bitch and moan and say, ‘Aw, 
it's not real because they're just watching 
the ads?' No. They count the money all the 
way to the bank. Why do we not think that 
way in the horse racing world? 

Why do you think 
racing’s varied offerings 
—what it has and what it 
might add—would draw 
more people? 

My oldest daughter is a huge horse fan. 
I don't think she cares much about the race 
itself. She doesn't want to read the Racing 
Form . She doesn't want to break it down. 
She's not into that at all. She loves horses 
. . .If it's live racing, she would go with 
me any day of the week just so she can be 
around them, just so she can go to the pad- 
dock. She's up at a farm right now in New 
Hampshire. There's no racing going on; 
she just wants to be around the animals, 
working an internship. 


But guess what? She'd be the perfect 
casual racing fan if you gave her a reason 
to go the track. 

My youngest son is like me. We were in 
the car yesterday, and he's asking me about 
the superfecta. He's 11. He doesn't care 
that they're horses; they could be frogs 
runnin' around, and he'd be excited if he 
gets to play with the numbers. Well, you 
want both of those people at the track. 

My middle daughter, she probably 
doesn't care about the numbers or the 
horses, but if you told her there was a con¬ 
cert goin’ on, she's cornin'. That's how you 
get a diversified fan base. By the way, if you 
get her there and she sees the environment, 
she might even bet on a couple races here 
and there. 

So racetracks have 
focused too much on 
betting and not enough 
on their other facets? 

Think about baseball and football. 
Each has nerds, for lack of a better term, 
who will analyze all aspects of the game 
with saber-metric data—hits with run¬ 
ners in scoring position with two outs on 


Thursdays when it's a night game. And that 
will resonate with people, and that's why 
they love the sport. 

But wait—there are other people [who] 
love going because it's a day out at the park, 
and they get up in the seventh inning to 
do the dance or the stretch. Great. I want 
them both at the park. And you could 
have the same thing with racing if you did 
it well. . . So quit trying to sell it the same 
way. We've got to do it differently, or it's 
not gonna change. 

• • • 

Kuegler scanned the Silver Diner menu, 
which reflected new farm-to-table offer¬ 
ings from sustainable area growers. He 
ordered a club sandwich with nitrate-free 
bacon and chewed on the restaurant's dedi¬ 
cated pursuit of healthier fare. 

“They probably saw the writing on the 
wall,” he said. “Again, in the business world, 
we call this a pivot. Well, the market is tell¬ 
ing us this. We're attracting this kind of 
customer today. We want to attract this kind 
of customer. How do we do that?' So it's a 
great example of somebody saying, T have 
to change my world, because if I just keep 
doing the same thing, I'll disappear.'” W

Rose Marie Bogley makes a home for herself 
horses , with passion for land\ animals

Ve been like this all my life. I just love animals.” That, 
in a nutshell, is the Reader’s Digest condensed version of 
Rose Marie Bogley’s story. During her more than 50 
years in equestrian pursuits, Bogley has made an impact in the 
hunt field, the show ring, at the racetrack and, perhaps most 
notably, as a devoted and generous patron of rescue operations 
throughout the Mid-Adantic region. 


Horses were not always a part of 
Bogley’s life. Born Rose Marie Parker in 
Johnstown, Pa., she was one of five chil¬ 
dren. Her father, who owned and operated 
gas/service stations in Johnstown, left the 
family when she was 12. 

“I had a wonderful mother who put all 
five of us through Catholic school,” she 
said. “I laugh when people say they worked 
their way through college; we worked our 
way through high school. And we were 
raised to be very self-sufficient.” 

She attended the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh in Johnstown, majoring in English. 
She went to school at night and worked at 
the sports arena to help pay for school-for 
a while. 


“I realized it just wasn’t where I wanted 
to stay,” she said. “A friend of mine who 
ran an employment agency said ‘You’re not 
tough enough for New York, but you’ll be 
okay in Washington.’ My mother had made 
me take typing and shorthand in school, 
and I hated her for it. But it turned out to 
be great.” 

She landed a job with Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire, working on 
Capitol Hill and in his home state. Bogley 
moved on to jobs in law offices and then 
to the advance team for Robert E Kennedy. 

“It was such a long time ago,” she said, 
“but it was very interesting.” 

Another understatement. Bogley’s 
career on Capitol Hill kept her busy, and 



as Washington entered the Camelot years, 
her bustling social circle led her straight to 
the man who would change the course of 
her life. Samuel E. Bogley was a divorced 
father of three, 15 years her senior. A 
former Master of the Potomac Hounds, 
the Georgetown native was an attorney 
by profession who was so successful in 
the Washington real estate market that he 
never actually practiced law. He met his 
future wife on the polo field. He was there 
practicing, she was there with another 
player, a friend she had dated casually. 

“He came over and asked my friend if 
he was interested in me, and could he ask 
me out,” she reminisced. “I tried to fix him 
up with my girlfriend instead of me. Don’t

ask me why, because he was awfully cute. 
So anyway, I married him a month later, 
after my house had burned down. And 
Sam said ‘I know you only married me 
because your house burned down, but you 
don’t have to tell people that.’ ” 

It wasn’t just your standard-issue house 
fire, taking place as it did before a signifi¬ 
cant event. In a small Georgetown row- 
house (once a stable), Bogley was trying 
on dresses to wear to John F. Kennedy’s 
inaugural ball and moving in and out of 
a walk-in closet with an exposed lightbulb. 

“I went downstairs and I smelled some¬ 
thing, and I thought ‘Oh God, I stuck the 
newspaper in the oven again to dry it out.’ 
I ran in there to check, found nothing, then

ran back upstairs and flames were coming 
out of the closet/’ she said. “I managed to 
save my dog, my cat and my dirty laundry 
basket.” 

The newlywed Bogley embraced her 
husband’s lifestyle with zeal. They were 
married in March 1961. She rode her first 
horse in April, went foxhunting in Ireland 
in November. 

Daughter Hilleary, their only child 
together, was born in 1962. Very much 
her father’s daughter, she was in the saddle 
almost immediately. “When my daughter 
was 9 months old, my husband said ‘If the 
kid can walk, she can ride.’ So he bought 
her a pony named Thomasina Twitter.” 

In addition to their home in Potomac, 
the Bogleys owned a property that housed 
their horses. The land grant said Peace 
and Plenty or Mud Hill and they weren’t 
about to use the latter as a name for their 
Maryland “hunt box.” 

It was a charmed, idyllic life—until it 
wasn’t. On the Saturday after Thanksgiving 
in 1966, Sam and Rose Marie Bogley were 
foxhunting with Blue Ridge in Virginia 
when Sam’s mount stepped in a hole. His 
critical injuries claimed his life 44 days later 
in January 1967. She was a young mother, 
and young widow, and suddenly a very 
wealthy woman. 


“After Sam died, the then Master of the 
Potomac Hunt said While you’re young 
and pretty, why don’t you try sidesaddle?’ 
And I’ll try anything,” Bogley said. “So 
I went to The Surrey in Potomac, which 
was owned by a friend of mine, and said 
if you get a sidesaddle and a habit, let me 
know. Well there was nobody to teach me; 
I tried. So I got a book and taught myself. 
The first show I went into was Washington 
International and I was second. And it was 
totally downhill from there until I got really 
serious about it.” 

Craving more space and a pastoral set¬ 
ting, she sold the Maryland properties and 
bought a 50-acre farm in Middleburg, Va., 
which she also christened Peace and Plenty. 
Soon, it wasn’t enough thanks to a growing 
horse population (broodmares, racehorses) 
and some dangerous traffic conditions for 
her Norwich Terriers. 

In 1985, she bought Bollingbrook 
and most people thought she was crazy. 
The 790-acre pre-Civil War plantation in 
Upperville, Va., had been vacant for 15 
years when Bogley saw it. The farm was 
run down, covered in corn fields, but 
had plenty of potential. Well, nothing but 
potential. 

“When I saw the columns of the house, 
I thought it might be all right,” she said. 


“Then I opened the front door and saw the 
50-foot long hall, and I said ‘Oh my God.’ 
I love to do things over, so that’s when 
I bought it. The ceilings were gone, the 
floors were gone. It took about two years 
to do all of the renovations in the house.” 

Bogley promptly sold off much of 
the land, maintaining 365 acres which she 
renamed Peace and Plenty at Bollingbrook. 
Among the 17 buildings on the historic 
property are the main house, school house, 
gardener’s cottage, slave church, tenant 
house and two gate houses, as well as a 
scale house and blacksmith shop. The 525- 
foot long all-stone barn complex has what 
Bogley calls the “overseer’s house” at one 
end. The in-ground silo-the top of which 
has been converted to four broodmare 
and foaling stalls-is the oldest in Virginia. 
A refurbished cattle barn now contains 
12 stalls with an apartment over the tack 
room which is home to Bogley’s farm fore¬ 
man, Angel Luna, his wife Aleida and their 
young son. 

“One of my cousins was working and 
living here before,” Luna said, “and when 
I got here he asked Mrs. Bogley if I could 
work for her and she said yes. Someone 
else was in charge of the horses and he 
left, so I asked for the job. The first thing 
she asked me was, ‘Do you ride?’ and I 
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said ‘Yeah, I used to ride in Mexico, a little 
bit, Western saddle, you know. So she said 
‘OK. 7 So somebody else came to teach me 
English riding. 77 

Bogley was impressed with his work 
ethic and horsemanship. 

“He 7 s just like a horse whisperer, 77 she 
said. “He 7 s so good. There's never a com¬ 
plaint or anything, and he 7 s just wonderful 
with animals. He and Aleida think ahead of 
me, and no matter what I ask them to do, 
they are very amenable about everything. 
They love the animals, too, which is a big, 
big help. 77 

In addition to Luna, Bogley relies on 
personal assistant Leslie Hacker, who has 
been with her for seven years. Hacker 
spends one day a week at Peace and Plenty 
but also helps with the numerous charity 
functions and events hosted by Bogley. 

“There's never a dull moment, and I 
never know what I'll be doing, 77 Hacker 
said. “I help with whatever it is she may 
need at that particular moment. I help do 
all of her fund raising and I'm privileged 
to be a part of it. I have grown to love 
her just as much as everyone who meets 
her does. If I can help in any way with the 
animals, it 7 s a wonderful thing. It's hard not 
to admire her spirit and want to be a part 
of it. So I’m blessed and grateful to have 
that, and to have met her. Her biggest con¬ 
tribution is her fundraising and her love 
of animals. She focuses so much on their 
welfare. But she tends to forget about her 
own accomplishments, which are so many. 77 

Hacker's assessment encapsulates her 
boss. Chic and stylish with impeccable 
taste, Bogley is as self-deprecating as she 
is glamorous. And it is only when pressed 
that she elaborates on those achievements. 
For instance, it takes some digging to dis¬ 
cover that Bogley and her conformation 
hunter Vital Victory won the sidesaddle 
class at Madison Square Garden three 
years in a row. Over the years, she earned 
blue ribbons at some of the most presti¬ 
gious competitions in the East, including 
Upperville and Devon. 

The walls of the TV room in her 
home are practically decoupaged with 
photographs chronicling the last five 
decades—wins at shows; winner's circle 
photos at racetracks; shots of herself, her 
daughter and her late husband riding; beau¬ 
tiful paintings of her on favorite hunters. 

In her massive house, this room clearly 
showcases Bogley 7 s most cherished mem¬ 
ories. Pointing out a win picture from 
1972, she tells the story of *Gran Vital, 
the Chilean import she purchased from 
a friend for $1 who became a leading 
hurdle horse under the guidance of Bruce 
Fenwick. Just beside it hangs a photo taken 
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The farm’s most famous resident, champion Reraise, takes refuge 
in one of the many historic buiidings on the farm. 


in the Pimlico winner's circle after the 
1980 Gallorette Handicap-G3 when her 
homebred Jamila Kadir won for trainer 
Tommy Field with 19-year-old Mario Pino 
in the irons. The gray mare by Turn to 
Reason out of the Double Jay mare False 
Dawn was Bogley's best, earning $214,888. 
Far from finished with racing, Bogley says 
her hope for the future lies in Labonte, 
a 4-year-old son of A.P Indy and the 
Dynaformer mare Wife for Life, currently 
in training with Teddy Mulligan. 

And then there are the photos of 
Hilleary. Bogley claims that Hilleary “looks 
like Sam, smiles like Sam, she even rode 
like Sam"—but the younger woman's suc¬ 
cess bears testament to the drive, passion 
and commitment clearly instilled by her 
mother. Eighteen years ago, her daugh¬ 
ter founded the Middleburg Humane 
Foundation. She is also the court-appoint¬ 
ed animal cruelty officer for Fauquier and 
Culpeper counties. 

“It's a really horrible job and I don't 
know how she does it," said Bogley. “But 
the shelter and the animals, those are 
her life. She has every type of animal 
there —and she used to bring everything 


home from school as a kid. I drew the line 
at snakes, but I've had everything else. I've 
had possum babies in the bathtub." 

Tree, meet Apple. Bogley's signet for 
these many years has been her tireless 
effort to provide homes at Peace and 
Plenty for all manner of creatures from 
her daughter's shelter and several equine 
rescue organizations. Holding a special 
place in her heart is Montpelier Farm, the 
Thoroughbred Retirement Foundation's 
location in Orange County, Va. Sue Hall, 
business and development manager of the 
facility, became fast friends with Bogley 
when a TRF fund raiser was held at Peace 
and Plenty in October 2010. “Because of 
her stature and status in the Middleburg 
area, she was able to bring in a lot of 
people, and it was a great thing for us. I 
couldn't think more of her; she is a force. 
She has two of our horses at her farm 
right now." 

Most of the press Bogley has received 
over the past few years has been centered 
on another resident of her farm—Breeders' 
Cup Sprint and Eclipse Award winner 
Reraise, who came to her in 2007. He is 
among 17 horses now calling Peace and 


Plenty home, along with an ever-changing 
number of dogs, cats and chickens. And 
creating the most buzz lately has been 
the team effort between Bogley and her 
brother, who lives in one of the houses 
on the farm, to trap feral cats in the area 
which are then taken to a local veterinarian 
for shots and neutering before joining the 
gang at Peace and Plenty. “We caught four 
kittens and one adult cat at the Food Lion 
in Winchester this week," Bogley beamed. 

Bogley strives not only to protect her 
animals, but to preserve the magnificent 
land which they all call home. She placed 
the farm in easement with the Middleburg- 
based Land Trust of Virginia in 2009, 
earning that organization's top honor as 
Landowner of the Year for “protecting the 
estate's extraordinary scenic agricultural 
open space and historic resources.” 

“I know how hard it is to take care of 
a place this size," Bogley said. “I used to 
have 800 acres, but I'm down to 365. By 
the time you pay your taxes and your help; 
well, with all the time, effort and money 
I've put into this place, I don't want it to 
turn into a golf course or something.” 

Fellow Upperville resident Andrew 
Motion lauds Bogley's tireless efforts. 
“She's protected a lovely portion of Pied¬ 
mont Hunt territory, and she's a great land 
conservationist. She has a wonderful hunt 
breakfast for us every year. Thursdays are 
our big day, that's the day we hunt south of 
Route 50 in what we call Mellon Country, 
and she is very much a part of that as a 
neighbor of Paul Mellon. I think the good 
works with rescues and land conservation 
are her biggest influences on this com¬ 
munity." 

With so many goals attained and 
exceeded in a life full of rich experiences, 
one wonders if there's anything still on 
Bogley's bucket list. Definitely. 

“I want to go to Alaska," she said. “I 
used to travel a LOT before I bought this 
farm. And frankly, all of the people with 
whom I traveled are dead or infirmed, seri¬ 
ously. I'm outliving everybody. I just stayed 
home this summer. It was so beautiful here 
that I enjoyed being here. The view from 
the pool is just drop-dead; you think you're 
in northern Italy with the statues, the 
peace and the quiet. I could go somewhere 
and spend $1,000 to $1,500 per day and 
not have it be anything like this. But I'm 
due for a vacation." 

Hacker does not see Bogley pursuing 
that plan too aggressively. 

“I keep saying ‘Make it happen, do it for 
yourself.' But you know, for her, she'd much 
rather go and rescue a kitten," she said. 
“That gives her so much happiness, and the 
animals are what she's all about.” ^

Fifty years ago a 15-year-oldfuture editor wrote about a 
memorable day spent with the venerable Dr. Irvin Frock

Sometimes the archives talk to you. While doing 
her normal research for the monthly Looking 
Back feature, Cindy Deubler discovered this gem. 
Written by 15-year-old Lucy Carter ; the daughter 
of then-editor Snowden Carter ; the story offers 
a glimpse at the past (the ringing telephone that 
must be answered) and the present (veterinarians 
are always buy). Lucy captured the moments 
beautifully, suggesting her future career arc as she 
eventually became an accomplished journalist and 
editor of this magazine. She passed away in June 
2011, leaving behind great memories-and even 
better stories. Enjoy this one. 

r. I.W. Frock, the Glyndon vet¬ 
erinarian, is a familiar man around 
Maryland horse farms. 

For the last 10 years (ever since I was a 
5-year-old), Ive seen his automobile parked 
beside our barn when something extra¬ 
ordinary was occurring with our horses. 

But I never knew exactly how busy a 
veterinarian could be until I accompanied 
him on an “average” day’s work. 

The day began at Dr. Frock’s house at 
7:45 a.m. 

When I arrived Carol Smink, Dr. 
Frock’s “chauffeur” and assistant, was 
placing equipment in the car. 

Carol is the daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Douglas Smink, both teachers at 
McDonogh School. Carol is a graduate of 
Friends School and plans to begin teach¬ 
ing physical education at Garrison Forest 
School this month. 

While Carol finished loading parapher¬ 
nalia into Dr. Frock’s car, Dr. Stephen 


Dey, Dr. Frock’s new assistant veterinarian, 
came down the steps and got into his truck 
with the urgency of a fireman setting out 
for a fire. 

It wasn’t long before Dr. Frock was 
ready to leave, too. He pumped gasoline 
into his car with his own gas pump, then 
turned to me. “You see, efficiency is the 
password. We don’t stop for gas. We don’t 
even stop for lunch. We just keep going.” 

We all got in the car. Carol backed out 
of the garage, and we were really off — well 
almost. The telephone rang and Dr. Frock 
jumped out of the car to answer it. After 
a 10-minute delay, Dr. Frock motioned 
Carol to drive back into the garage. He 
put something else in the back, and we 
started off again-well, almost. Again the 
telephone rang while we were backing out 
of the driveway and again Dr. Frock went 
in the house to answer it. 

“Isn’t this fun?” said Carol. 

It seemed a shame that Dr. Frock wasn’t 
making more progress than this. But final¬ 
ly, he did get out of the driveway. 

“The first call is an interesting one,” 
said Dr. Frock. “These people had shoes 
put on their horses and then they turned 
them out. The people are away now but 
I’ve been treating this Appaloosa pony for 
a couple of days.” 

When we arrived, I saw what he meant. 
The pony had a large cut on its left rump. 
The skin had dried so that the part that 
had practically been torn off could be cut 
off. Dr. Frock sliced off the hanging flesh 
and blood began running down the horse’s 
side. 


“The moral of the story,” added Dr. 
Frock, “is never turn horses out with shoes 
unless you’re sure they won’t fight. They’ll 
be able to ride him in a couple of days. I 
had told them it might take weeks.” 

Next the doctor traveled to Frank A. 
Bonsai’s Farm to give a cold shot to a 
2-year-old, and then to Daniel Brewster’s 
farm to give a worm medicine to a horse. 

Our next stop was Fred Colwill’s farm 
where Dr. Frock showed me a foal that 
was recovering from a severe case of 
pneumonia and diarrhea. “We gave this 
foal ten thousand cc’s of fluid. That’s how 
dehydrated he was,” explained Dr. Frock. 
“I really thought he would die, but he’s 
coming along fine now.” The colt put up a 
healthy fight when Dr. Frock gave him two 
shots while Carol held him. 

4 Yeah, fine,” was Carol’s comment as 
she struggled. 

Dr. Frock also examined three mares 
for pregnancy, one of which was in foal to 
Leonard P. Sasso’s Globemaster. “I think 
this might be the first to be examined and 
be in foal to Globemaster, but anyway she’s 
among the first. A real honor.” 

But I think the real honor comes to Dr. 
Frock when he examines a mare in foal 
to his stud * River War. So far he has pro¬ 
nounced 25 mares in foal to the horse and 
still has some that he hasn’t heard from. A 
quick check with Mr. Colwill’s stud man¬ 
ager, John Groomes, revealed that Double 
Brandy has had his biggest year so far; 30 
mares are carrying his foals. 

Dr. Frock next stopped at another farm 
to look at a mare he and Carol have been 
treating since June. The mare inadvertently

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rolled in lime in her stall while she was foal¬ 
ing and had burned off most of her skin. 
Dr. Frock said that it was the first case of 
that type he had ever had, but that he was 
very pleased with her improvement. 

All the doctor did was look at the mare 
and we were on our way again. Mrs. Frock 
had packed a jug of iced tea and Carol was 
eager for a glass. “You’re the drinkingest 
girl Fve ever seen,” said Dr. Frock. Fie 
handed her a yellow cup. “Carol, you’re 
yellow, Lucy’s blue and I’m green. Now 
remember that everybody.” 

Carol neatly managed to drive and 
drink. After we had finished Dr. Frock put 
the cups in the glove compartment. “That 
way they don’t roll on the floor,” Dr. Frock 
explained. “I wouldn’t want anybody’s to 
roll around and get dirty. If mine falls we 
change cups.” 

I laughed. 

“You think he’s kidding?” asked Carol. 

The next three calls were all for lame 
or sore race horses. We made a visit to 
Timonium racetrack and treated several 
horses. 

After that we went to John Merryman’s 
farm but not before Dr. Frock got a call 
from his secretary on his car radio. Dr. 
Frock’s secretary works in his house and 


answers the calls as they come in, then 
radios them to him or Dr. Dey as they 
travel from farm to farm. 

After treating a horse at the Merrymans’, 
Dr. Frock checked on another which had 
had a freak accident. The young horse had 
jumped a fence, run down the road and 
gotten himself hung up so badly that he 
had practically torn off his right front leg. 
The leg was healing, and the horse did not 
seem to limp or use the leg awkwardly. 

By now it was lunchtime, or past lunch¬ 
time, according to Carol. We ate while 
driving as Dr. Frock had said we would, 
and Carol again performed the feat of 
holding a cupful of iced tea while driving. 
Somehow, she held a sandwich in the other 
hand. 

After lunch the program called for a 
visit to Harry Love’s farm where we saw 
and admired some of his mares and foals 
along with letting him borrow a piece of 
Dr. Frock’s equipment. 

Carol then headed the car toward Dr. 
Frock’s house where he settled some busi¬ 
ness with his secretary and made a few 
phone calls. 

Mrs. Frock was standing in the kitchen 
ironing. ‘You ironed all day yesterday,” 
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Carol commented. “How can you stand to 
iron again today?” 

“I’d rather be doing this than doing 
what you’re doing.” 

“Oh,” said Carol. . . “I hate to iron.” 

With Mrs. Frock still ironing, we hit the 
road again. 

Dr. Frock examined a mare for preg¬ 
nancy belonging to Nancy Koons, then 
returned to his house. This time he looked 
for some pictures to use with this story, but 
instead we started seeing some of his slides 
and hearing about strange cases. 

“One time a woman called me up and 
asked me if I trimmed horses’ nails ” the 
doctor laughed. “I told her ‘no’ and gave 
her the name of a good blacksmith.” 

“That’s nothing compared with the 
woman who brought you a parakeet with 
a broken leg,” said Mrs. Frock. 

“Really?” I asked the doctor. “What did 
you do?” 

“Oh, that was easy,” he replied, “I sent 
her to Dr. [Robert E.] Patterson and you 
can quote me on that.” 

Then he told me about the time he treat¬ 
ed an elephant that was over at Timonium. 
“More in my line,” he admitted. “Those 
parakeets are awful small to work on.” 

But back to horses and over to a farm 
where he treated a riding horse which had 
stepped on a beer bottle. The accident hap¬ 
pened in April; the visit was only a check. 
The nerves and tendons in the back of 
the leg had been cut all the way through. 
“We would have destroyed the horse if he 
hadn’t been a pet,” Dr. Frock said after¬ 
wards. “When I got there the blood was 
squirting out like a fountain.” 

While Dr. Frock was still talking, Carol 
and I went back to the car. “Let’s have 
some iced tea while Dr. Frock isn’t here,” 
she suggested. Alas, Dr. Frock caught her 
drinking on the job. 

Mrs. John Shallcross owned the doctor’s 
next patient, and afterwards we stopped to 
look at her Appaloosa pony foal. The pony 
is white with black splotches. It almost 
looks tike a Dalmatian dog. “I think it’s one 
of the most eye-catching foals around,” 
commented the doctor. “I really do like 
that pony.” 

The fifteenth and final stop was Binna 
Farm where Dr. Frock examined three 
mares for pregnancy, wormed two foals 
and checked on a colt which had been 
injured last February. 

And so ends a typical day with Dr. 
Frock. 

I thanked Dr. Frock for letting me 
come. “Write whatever you want to,” he 
told me, “but be sure and let me read it. 
I’ve got to weed out the cuss words.” So I 
did. ★

for jumpers 

Day, Valentine capture big 
prizes at Saratoga meet 


V irginians took Saratoga steeple chasing 
by storm as trainers Richard Valentine 
and Jimmy Day captured the big¬ 
gest jump prizes of the season-often 
reserved for larger stables from Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. 

Day started the success by winning the 
$100,000 A.P. Smithwick Memorial-NSAl 
Aug. 2 with Spy in the Sky. The toteboard 
rocked with the 25-1 upset, but Spy in the 
Sky should have looked familiar to bettors. 
Randles ton Farm’s 8-year-old had won 
over jumps at the Spa in 2008 and 2009. 
He’d lost 10 in a row coming to the 2012 
Smithwick, however, and met a classy field 
that included a four-horse Irv Naylor entry 
and two-time Smithwick winner Divine 
Fortune going 2 1 /i6 miles.

The competition didn’t matter late as 
Spy in the Sky, ridden by Danielle Hods- 
don, rolled five wide off the turn and took 
over from Tax Ruling at the front of the 
10-horse field. The son of Thunder Gulch 
landed awkwardly over the last, but had 
enough to hold off the fast-closing Left 
Unsaid by a nose in 3:50.92. All Together 
finished third. 

“The old boy came up and ran a big 
race,” said Day, who watched from home 
in White Post, Va. “It was a perfect scenar¬ 
io, the ground was perfect, Danielle gave 
him a beautiful ride, he likes that kind of 
rider, soft hands, just let him do his thing.” 

Bred in Kentucky by Gainsborough 
Farm, Spy in the Sky won his fifth jump 
race and padded his career steeplechase 
earnings past $281,000. 

Hodsdon, who rode first call for 
Jonathan Sheppard for years and won the 
Smithwick three times before 2012, picked 
up the ride via text message and mapped 
out a plan with Day. Spy in the Sky let oth¬ 
ers make plays for the lead, stayed out of 
trouble and roared down the lane. 

“I came up here feeling great, I feel fit, 
I was really excited about the horses I was 
riding,” said Hodsdon, a former cham¬ 
pion jockey who now rides out for Tony 
Dutrow at Fair Hill Training Center. “I 
watched a lot of replays of horses in previ¬ 
ous years, I wanted to do that again, I felt 
like I was plenty capable of doing that and 
I wanted to give it a good shot.” 

Day and his wife Emily train a small 
stable of flat and steeplechase horses off 
their farm, and sent Spy in the Sky to 
friend Dave Duggan at Saratoga. The 
veteran walked the shedrow for a day, and 
upset a Grade 1 stakes at Saratoga. 

Three weeks later, fellow Virginian 
Richard Valentine claimed the meet’s big¬ 
gest prize—the $150,000 New York Turf 
Writers Cup-NSAl —with Demonstrative 
on Aug. 23. The 5-year-old dodged a mess 
at the last fence, kept up a sustained rally 
over the final furlong and won by a length 
over Charminster (Ire), with Spy in the Sky 
nearly 5 lengths back in third. Owned by 
Jacqueline Ohrstrom, Demonstrative won 
for the second time at the meet and sixth 
time in 15 career jump starts. 

It wasn’t easy. Jockey Robbie Walsh 
rated the son of Elusive Quality toward 
the back of the eight-horse field, sav¬ 
ing ground as Nationbuilder and Decoy 
Daddy (Ire) took turns setting the pace. 
Like it always does, the Turf Writers heated 


up considerably on the final run down 
the backside. Contenders appeared from 
everywhere, fanning wide across the turf 
course. All Together led narrowly over 
Decoy Daddy. To their outside, Divine 
Fortune loomed. Behind him, Left Unsaid 
stalked. Outside, Spy in the Sky ranged. 
Walsh stayed inside on Demonstrative, 
covered up, hidden. 

On the far turn, Decoy Daddy took 
command as All Together backed off. 
Divine Fortune was in second, followed by 
a quartet across the track-Demonstrative, 
Charminster, Left Unsaid and Spy in the 
Sky. Decoy Daddy still led at the top 
of the stretch, but Divine Fortune had 
him and pulled Spy in the Sky along. 
Charminster looked for room in fourth, 
Left Unsaid kept pace. Seventh, yes sev¬ 
enth, Demonstrative came off the turn 
and off the inside—clearing space at last 
for a bid. 

Divine Fortune left the ground with a 
slim lead at the final fence, and then he 
didn’t, trying to add a stride at the last sec¬ 
ond and falling. Full of run, Demonstrative 
jumped to the faller’s inside while Spy in 
the Sky went outside. Both were bothered 
by the mishap, which also took down Left 


Unsaid, as Charminster avoided trouble 
and emerged with the lead from the inside. 
Unfazed, Demonstrative rallied on the 
final run-in, caught Charminster and won 
drawing away. The winner needed 4:33.89 
to cover 2 3 /s miles, capturing his first unre¬ 
stricted stakes. 

“Great trip early, perfect, delighted, 
they didn’t go very quick, just a nice gal¬ 
lop,” said Walsh, who also won the Turf 
Writers in 2011. “Then I kept getting 
wracked up from the second-to-last home, 
I just got wracked, wracked, wracked. I 
had to take two or three pulls, even going 
to the last I had to take a pull, but he was 
right there every time. Then I saw a little 
window going to the last, he just pinged it, 
there wasn’t much to see of the hurdle, he 
caught Brian’s horse somewhere, it backed 
him up a touch, he lost his hind end for a 
split second but picked up straight away.” 

Valentine wasn’t sure his horse would 
ever get through. 

“I drought he wasn’t going to get out, I 
was worried he wasn’t going to get out,” he 
said. “As soon as he got daylight, he started 
going and passing horses, he worked his 
way through. I thought (Charminster) was 
going well throughout and what happened 
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Chasing About

at the last kind of takes the wind out of 
you/’ 

Horses and jockeys emerged from the 
fall uninjured and Demonstrative would 
have proven tough to beat regardless. 
The Tattersalls July purchase had won the 
Jonathan Kiser Novice over the course 
four weeks earlier, and been second in his 
two Saratoga tries in 2011. 

“I hoped there was improvement and 
we were confident but how can you be too 
confident coming here with the [Jonathan] 
Sheppard and [Tom] Voss horses, all of 
them really/’ said Valentine. “I am never 
confident, but he worked really well the 
other day. We were happy with him.” 

Valentine bases his operation at the 
O hrstrom family’s Whitewood Farm in 
The Plains, Va. He mainly trains for the 
Ohrstroms, but takes on a few outside 
horses and enjoyed a breakthrough 2011 
with 14 wins to place third behind Voss 
and Sheppard. Valentine frequently attends 
Thoroughbred sales in England and picked 
out Demonstrative from the Tattersalls 
July Sale of 2010. Like Spy in the Sky, the 
winner was bred by Gainsborough Farm 


in Kentucky. Demonstrative raced on the 
flat in England before going to the sale and 
returning to the United States as a steeple¬ 
chaser. He was champion 3-year-old hur¬ 
dler of 2010 and lifted his jump earnings 
past $253,000 with the Turf Writers score. 

Saratoga carded nine jump races during 
its 40-day summer meet in upstate New 
York. With total purses reaching $745,000, 
every race mattered. 

South Carolina-based husband and wife 
Bernie and Kate Dalton upset the meet’s 
fourth jump race, the $75,000 Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps Stakes for fillies and mares, with 
Cat Feathers. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Catienus wore down 12-year-old veteran 
Sweet Shani (NZ) in the final stages to 
score by 1 % lengths on Aug. 9. 

The winner paid $48.60 as the longest 
shot on the board and produced a $45,000 
payday for the Daltons, who combine to 
do it all with a small Thoroughbred opera¬ 
tion. They own, train, ride, exercise, groom 
a small group that often includes a steeple¬ 
chasing filly or mare. In addition, they run 
a small breaking and training operation in 
Camden, S.C. 


Winning at Saratoga was not lost on 
Kate, the program owner/trainer. 

“I don’t want to compare it to having 
children because people might freak out 
but it’s like watching your family go on and 
do something spectacular,” she said. “It’s 
so gratifying. I can’t believe it.” 

The Daltons have no children, but 
treat their horses the way parents might. 
Cat Feathers goes by “Beatrice” around 
the barn and joined Miss Crown and 
Well Fashioned as Dalton products to 
win stakes over jumps. Kate hails from 
Doylestown, Pa., and spent several years 
working for trainer Jonathan Sheppard (as 
With Anticipation’s exercise rider among 
other tasks). Bernie hails from Ireland and 
worked for flat trainer Kiaran McLaughlin 
for several years. The Saratoga victory 
came before both former employers. 

“It can be done, we can win races with a 
small stable,” Kate said. “To have a winner, 
at Saratoga, in front of Jonathan, in front 
of Kiaran and everybody, it’s huge. It’s 
everybody’s dream, isn’t it?” 

The Daltons got Cat Feathers from 
the estate of former client Peter Wetherill, 
whose Happy Hill Farm bred the filly. 
When Wetherill passed away in 2010, Cat 
Feathers was a slow-developing 2-year- 
old. The Daltons took her on as a $1,000 
project. 

She finished 10th twice on the flat at 
Colonial Downs last summer, couldn’t 
finish her first jump start in October, then 
won a cheap maiden claimer over hurdles 
in November. She made two jump starts, 
against males, this year before finishing a 
well-beaten sixth on the flat at Colonial 
in late June. She spent the summer in 
Saratoga, where the Daltons rented some 
stalls in a private barn adjacent to the race 
course and added some positive cash flow 
as freelance exercise riders for Dominick 
Schettino and others. 

“Lord knows we don’t have the money 
to go out and buy the 35- or 50-thousand 
dollar horses,” said Kate. “If they stand 
behind our webbing, someone else didn’t 
want them. The biggest thing I learned 
from Jonathan is to treat every horse like 
it’s an individual. Know their quirks and 
if they need to do something different do 
something different. He tailors his training 
to the horse and that’s sort of what we do.” 

After watching others win the first five 
jump races of the meet, trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard left no doubt in the sixth on Aug. 
16-taking the $75,000 Michael G. Walsh 
Stakes with Timber Bay Farm’s History 
Boy. 
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The 6-year-old won his second race 
of 2012, repeating an allowance score at 
Penn National in late June for jockey Brian 
Crowley Good that day, he was even better 
in the Walsh—flashing away late to win by 
9% lengths in 4:35.36 for 2 3 /s miles over a 
firm turf Saint Dynaformer rallied late for 
second with favorite Wanganui third. 

Sheppard has taken a cautious approach 
with the winner, who was purchased out 
of Neil Drysdale’s barn in 2010. Sheppard 
was in California with champion turf mare 
Forever Together that spring, and Drysdale 
made sure to show him History Boy, then 
a “lanky” 4-year-old with two career flat 
wins. Sheppard like what he saw and the 
son of Grand Slam came home with 
Forever Together as a prospect for long- 
time owner Timber Bay. 

The new horse paid dividends by win¬ 
ning his debut at Aiken that fall. He missed 
much of 2011 with a hock issue, but placed 
in a novice stakes to hint at some ability. 
This year, he ran twice in the spring before 
rattling off back-to-back wins at racetracks. 


“He’s so big and leggy and weak look¬ 
ing, Fve taken my time. He’s developing 
all the time, he’s a big, long-striding, tough 
horse, he and Brian got in sync at Penn 
National and more so today,” Sheppard 
said. “He could be a very nice horse, he’s 
got tremendous stamina and Brian said he 
loves to fight, he said he was niggling at 
him but he hadn’t asked by any means, he 
really drew off.” 

History Boy provided a sweet win for 
Timber Bay Farm owner Tina Entenmann. 
The horse was the last purchased by her 
husband Bill, a longtime supporter of 
steeple chasing and flat racing, who died in 
2011. Their daughter, Denise, is married 
to Tommy Walsh, grandson of the race’s 
namesake. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

I Trainer Janet Elliot saddled Alajmal 
to win a Saratoga allowance hurdle Aug. 2, 
just 10 days after a dirt start at the track. 
Ross Geraghty rode the winner, a son 
of First Samurai. The winner followed a 
theme similar to two Saratoga winners. 


Like Demonstrative, Alajmal was bred in 
Kentucky, raced in England and sold at 
Tatters alls as a jump prospect. Like History 
Boy, Alajmal won over jumps at Penn 
National in June. 

I Trainer Jack Fisher added an allow¬ 
ance score with Virsito Aug. 16 as the 
son of Dynaformer stayed perfect in two 
steeplechase starts. The Kentucky-bred, 
who raced on the flat for New Jersey- 
based Richard Santulli and trainer Alan 
Goldberg, won a maiden hurdle at the 
Iroquois meet in May. Fisher rested the 
6-year-old for owners Sheila Williams and 
Andre Brewster until Saratoga, and Virsito 
produced — all but running off for 2% miles 
and winning by 3 3 A lengths over veteran 
The Price of Love, the favorite in the nine- 
horse field.

Tune Me In finds right 
notes with Grade 3

B asketball experts always say Michael 
Jordan was mentally tougher than his 
opponents. That he had the ability to 
make his shots helped, but Jordan played 
better, and smarter, basketball. 

Cliff Hanger Stakes-G3 winner Tune 
Me In probably won’t suddenly start dunk¬ 
ing from the foul line (er, winning Grade 1 
races) but the veteran turf performer just 
may have figured out how to outsmart his 
opponents on the track. 

“He’s a sound horse, a very useful 
horse, a very hard-trying horse,” said Bruce 
Alexander, who trains the 5-year-old for 
owner Patricia Generazio. “His mental 
capacity makes him a top horse, not his 
physical ability. He aids himself all the 


time, takes care of himself, does what he 
has to do. That helps him when he runs.” 

Tune Me In has put the approach 
to good use this year, with back-to-back 
Grade 3 wins on Monmouth Park’s turf 
course. He won the $150,000 Oceanportin 
late July and returned to take the $100,000 
Cliff Hanger on Sept. 1. They were the 
first two stakes wins of his career, which 
started with three losses in 2009. 

The son of Concorde’s Tune does his 
best running at Monmouth with a maiden 
win in 2010, two allowance wins in 2011 
and now the two stakes wins. He’s never 
won anywhere else, but surprised bet¬ 
tors at 26-1 in the Oceanport, where he 
bathed for the lead through slow fractions 


and hung on to win by a half-length over 
favorite Queen’splatekitten, who was a 
neck in front of Get Serious in the lMe- 
mile test. Shortened up to a mile for the 
Cliff Hanger, Tune Me In surprised no 
one by again scuffling for the lead with Get 
Serious-through far faster fractions-and 
winning by a length in 1:33.96 for Paco 
Lopez. Salto (Ire) got up for second, a head 
in front of Get Serious. 

“His best races have always been [at 
Monmouth], but most of his races have 
been here too,” said Alexander. “I’m not 
sure it matters, it’s always easier to run at 
home. More than anything, it’s timing—he’s 
improving. Get Serious is 8 years old and 
he’s been the horse to beat for about four 
years here. I’m not downplaying my horse, 
but I’ve outlasted the competition a little 
bit.” 

Bred in Florida by Joseph and Helen 
Barbazon, Tune Me In skips about half the 
year—every year—and returns in time for 
the Monmouth turf season. The schedule 
fits. 

“By his number of starts (21 through 
Sept. 7), you’d think he’s a problem horse, 
but that’s good judgment, good manage¬ 
ment,” said Alexander. “He’s never been 
sick, never had an injection, never had a 
shin. I need five more like him, that’s the 
thing.” The two stakes wins upped his 
career earnings to $349,845. 

TWO-YEAR-OLDS SHINE 
IN SAPLING, SORORITY 

As expected of August in a beach 
town, summer’s last full month was fast 
and furious at Monmouth. In the weeks 
after its signature event, the Grade 1 
Haskell, the New Jersey track didn’t slow 
down-rattling through important stakes, 
major events and signature performances 
through Labor Day. 

No day was more important than the 
usual 2-year-old showcase featuring the 
Sorority and Grade 3 Sapling Stakes on 
the main track on Sept. 2. In the former, 
for fillies, Doubled outran heavy favorite 
I’mclassyandsassy late to win by 1 !4 lengths 
for owner/breeder Nancy Shuford and 
trainer Cathal Lynch. Ridden by Angel 
Arroyo, the winner paid $32.80 and cov¬ 
ered 6 furlongs in 1:11.88. 

The Kentucky-bred daughter of 
Exchange Rate and the Menifee mare 
Mayan Milagra broke her maiden at Parx 
in July, then finished third in Monmouth’s 
Colleen Stakes on the turf. Doubled had an 
extra furlong to work with this time, and 
made it pay off.

The Sapling went to Brave Dave, who 
rewarded the bettors who made him the 
8-5 choice in a field of six. Trainer Eddie 
Plesa Jr.'s charge stumbled out of the gate 
but righted himself in time to lead at every 
call-scoring by three-quarters of a length 
in 1:10.44 for 6 furlongs. 

Owned by Dave Melin and Laurie 
Plesa, Brave Dave came into the race off 
a maiden win at Calder and a fourth in 
Saratoga's Sanford Stakes-G2. Paco Lopez 
was aboard at Monmouth. 

Bred in Florida by David Melin, Bea 
Oxenberg and his trainer. Brave Dave is 
a son of Put It Back and Sing That Song. 
A daughter of Songandaprayer, Sing That 
Song lost all 12 starts for the connec¬ 
tions but has produced nothing but win¬ 
ners—Brave Dave is her third. 

WINE PRINCESS GETS BIG 
PUSH FROM STAR PARENTS 

Regally bred 3-year-old filly Wine 
Princess lived up to her bloodlines widi 
a victory in the $100,000 Monmouth 
Oaks-G3 for owner Becky Winemiller and 
trainer Steve Margolis. The daughter of 
Horses of the Year Ghostzapper and Azeri 
set the pace throughout and pulled away 
late to win by 2Va lengths over Proud Pearl, 
who nosed out Jemima's Pearl in third. 
Morrow Cove, a slight favorite over the 
winner, finished fifth in the field of six. 
Shaun Bridgmohan rode the winner, who 
covered 1 Vis miles in 1:44.11. 

Bred by the Allen E. Paulson Living 
Trust, Wine Princess sold at Keeneland 
September for $475,000 as a yearling but 
did not make her debut until this spring at 
Fair Grounds. The chestnut broke her 
maiden in her second start, at Churchill 
Downs in May, then added an allowance 
victory there in June. The Monmouth Oaks 
was her first stakes start, and Margolis paid 
partial credit to the delayed start to her 
career and the work done in Florida by Bill 
Redo at the Classic Mile Park training center. 

“It took a little while to get every¬ 
thing sorted out with her, she's really 
improved through the whole process,” said 
Margolis. “Bill didn't send her to me until 
November [of 2011] because she wasn't 
mentally ready. With that family, you would 
think she'd have some ability but you also 
might not think she'd be ready early. Azeri 
was a really good 4-year-old and so was 
Ghostzapper.” 

Her parents each won more than $2 
million in their 4-year-old seasons, so Wine 
Princess might be right on schedule. 


David Melin and Laurie Plesa’s Brave Dave led throughout and coasted to the finish to win the 
Grade 3 Sapling Stakes, Monmouth’s signature race for 2-year-olds. Edward Plesa Jr. is his trainer. 


“She's just starting to figure things out 
now-how she does it training, how she 
does it in the races, everything ” said Mar¬ 
golis. “She's a beautiful filly, does every¬ 
thing right, real classy and an unbelievable 
mover. She just glides over the track.” 

HEALTHY CLARE SKIES AHEAD 
PROVES TOUGH TO HANDLE 

No more claiming races. Risked for a 
$25,000 tag in her 2012 debut at Pimlico 
in April, Clare Skies Ahead won that and 
has barely glanced back with an allowance 


score at Pimlico on Preakness Day and two 
stakes placings. 

On Aug. 25 at Monmouth, Stephen and 
Debbie Jackson's homebred did one bet¬ 
ter-winning the $60,000 Omnibus Stakes 
for trainer Flint Stites. Rated somewhat 
reluctandy early, Clare Skies Ahead found 
her best stride in the stretch, getting past 
Martha Sangrita in the final stages to win 
by three-quarters of a length for Horacio 
Karamanos. 

Bred for distance and turf (Sky Classic— 
Runaway Clare, by Runaway Groom), the

5-year-old mare has blossomed in 2012 
after losing all six starts in 2011. The cur¬ 
rent campaign includes the two Pimlico 
wins, a second in the All Along Stakes-G3 
at Colonial Downs and a second in Penn 
National's Red Carpet Stakes. 

Based at Penn National, Stites blamed 
the 2011 disaster on EPM, and is glad to 
have his mare back after some aggres¬ 
sive treatment and a lengthy break on the 
Jacksons' farm in Kentucky. 

“She started going downhill last year,” 
said the trainer. “She was having rear-end 
problems, trying to push off, and she start¬ 
ed getting muscle atrophy on both sides. I 
couldn't keep any weight on her, she had 
no energy.” 

Eventually, Stites knew something dras¬ 
tic was wrong and tests confirmed EPM. 
Unraced for nine months, she returned 
like a new horse and improved again at 
Monmouth. 

“Earlier she was having trouble making 
turns, she can get wide and she didn't like 
being in between horses,” said Stites. “This 
time, Horacio got her to settle, she stayed 
tight on the turn and split horses. I think 
she's actually getting better.” 

JERSEY SHORE STAKES ROUNDUP 

I August started quickly with the 
$60,000 My Frenchman Stakes, which went 
to speedy veteran Chamberlain Bridge on 
Aug. 4. The 2010 Breeders' Cup Turf 
Sprint-G2 winner won for the 19th time 
in a career which began as a 3-year-old 
in August 2007 at Woodbine. The son of 
War Chant was claimed in his second start, 
and again in his seventh (for $35,000 by 
his current connections). Since then, he's 
won 13 stakes at nine racetracks. The My 
Frenchman was Chamberlain Bridge's first 
win of 2012 and he followed it up with a 
second (by a head) to Ben's Cat in the Turf 
Monster Handicap-G3 at Parx. 

I Trainer Wesley Ward showcased 
another 2-year-old stakes winner when 
Richard Ravin's Rip Roarin Ritchie won 
the $60,000 Tyro Stakes at 5 furlongs 
on the turf on Aug. 5. The Florida-bred 
Bring the Heat gelding knocked off seven 
others, winning by a half-length over I'm 
Boundtoscore, who was a neck in front 
of Itsmyluckyday. Elvis Trujillo rode the 
winner, who stopped the clock in :56.46. 
Rip Roarin Ritchie broke his maiden at 
Churchill Downs in June after making his 
debut at Woodbine in May. 

I Chris tophe Clement-trained 2-year- 
old filly Funfair improved to 2-for-2 widi 


an easy victory in the $60,000 Colleen 
Stakes going 5 furlongs on the turf on Aug. 
12. Catherine Wills' homebred daughter of 
More Than Ready and Fleuron (by Distant 
View) battled I Am Discreet early, then 
rolled away in the stretch to win by 314 


lengths in :56.68.1 Am Discreet stayed for 
second, a head in front of Doubled. Joe 
Bravo rode the winner, who won her debut 
a month earlier at Belmont Park. 

I Burning Sands Stable's San Pablo 
made off with the $150,000 Phillip H. 
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Fresh off a stakes win at Saratoga, San Pablo rolled to victory in the $150,000 Philip H. Iselin Stakes-G3. 
A winner of seven of his 12 starts, four of them stakes, the son of Jump Start has earnings of $382,800. 



Veteran Chamberlain Bridge added another victory to his career in the My Frenchman Stakes. Now 8, 
the 2010 Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-G2 winner has 19 wins and earnings of $1,875,135 from 45 starts. 


Iselin Stakes-G3 with a powerful stretch 
run for trainer Todd Pletcher and jockey 
Chris DeCarlo on Aug. 18. The 4-year- 
old son of Jump Start caught Small Town 
Talk and Toby's Corner at the furlong pole 
before drawing away to win by 3V& lengths 


as the even-money favorite. His final time 
was 1:49.59 for V/b miles. 

San Pablo came into the race off a Sara¬ 
toga stakes victory in the Birdstone 16 days 
earlier and improved his record to a gaudy 
7-for-12 (with three seconds and a third). 


■ R.A. Hill Stable and Shirley K 
Stables' Corinthian's Jewel shipped in 
from Saratoga and won his second con¬ 
secutive race at Monmouth in the $60,000 
Restoration Stakes for 3-year-olds at 9 
furlongs on the turf on Aug. 19. 

Trained by George Weaver, the chestnut 
son of Corinthian and the Mr. Greeley 
mare Rhumb Line broke his maiden over 
the track in July and returned with a ven¬ 
geance-taking control late and winning 
by 1 Va lengths over Unbroken. Lopez rode 
the winner. 

I St. George Farm Racing's frontrun¬ 
ning Closing Range won a stretch battle 
with Zucchini Flower to win the $60,000 
Twin Lights Stakes for 3-year-old fillies by 
a nose on Aug. 26 under Chris DeCarlo. 

Unraced at 2, the Phil Oliver trained 
filly won her debut at Indiana Downs 
in May, added an allowance at Ellis Park 
in late July and won her stakes debut in 
August. Bred by St. George Farm, the 
dark bay filly is by After Market from the 
Caerleon mare Subeen (GB). 

I A graded stakes-placed half-sister to 
Shackleford, Afleeting Lady boosted her 
reputation another notch with a victory in 
die $75,000 Lady's Secret Stakes on Sept. 3. 

Owned by Mike Lauffer and Bill 
Cubbedge, she powered through the race's 
final 3 furlongs and drew off late to win 
by AVi lengths over Daddy's Honor, with 
Successful Song third. 

Ridden by Chris DeCarlo, the 5-year- 
old daughter of Afleet Alex needed 1:43.88 
to cover lVu miles, as she recorded her 
fifth win in 18 career starts. Bred by 
Cubbedge and James Lauffer in Kentucky, 
Afleeting Lady boosted her career earnings 
to $284,822 for trainer Dale Romans. 

BOSS SETS COURSE RECORDS 

Third in the My Frenchman Stakes to 
start die month, Mid-Adantic Thorough¬ 
bred Investments' Just Chillin Boss blasted 
through 5 furlongs on the turf in :54.66 to 
win an optional claimer on Aug. 24 and set 
a course record (with the rail set at 24 feet). 
Trained by Ramon Moya and ridden by 
Elvis Trujillo, the winner posted amazing 
fractions of :20.85 and :42.79. 

Two starts prior (on July 8), the 4-year- 
olcl son of Sweetsouthernsaint set a course 
mark of 1:01.12 for SV 2 furlongs (with the 
rail set at 24 feet). 

Trainer Greg Sacco couldn't pass up the 
opportunity and dropped the slip to take 
Just Chillin Boss for $22,000 out of his 
most recent record-setting effort. %

Veteran trainer Linder 
riding wave of success 
thanks to higher purses

Trainer Lou Linder Jr., who has seen many 
changes at the Philadelphia track over the last 
30 years, is in the midst of his best year ever. 


S ince getting his trainer's license in 
1977, Lou Linder Jr. has been wit¬ 
ness to a lot of changes at the oval 
on Street Road in Bensalem, Pa. Aside 
from two name changes-from Keystone 
Racetrack to Philadelphia Park to the cur¬ 
rent Parx Racing-the most obvious and 
impactful one has been the infusion of 
slot-machine revenue into the once anemic 
purse structure, thanks to the passage of 
Act 71 in 2004. 

Linder, a native of Philadelphia, has 
upgraded his stable accordingly, and is 
enjoying another fine season. Through the 
end of August, he had won 18 races at a 
20-percent clip, hit the board 40 percent 
of the time, and earned nearly $500,000 
in purses. 

More importantly, he's on pace to have 
a career year, set to eclipse the 20 winners 
and $599,451 in earnings he recorded in 
2011, his all-time best. 

“One of the biggest reasons has been 
my owners,” said Linder. “They let me do 


what they pay me to do, and they realize 
that I have more than 30 years experience 
in this business. I also have surrounded 
myself with good help, and they play a 
huge part in it all.” 

Instead of kicking back and waiting for 
owners to approach him as purses began to 
climb in recent years, Linder took a proac¬ 
tive approach to his business. 

“I worked hard at upgrading my barn,” 
he said. “I went out and talked to people, 
made them aware of the benefits of racing 
here at Parx, and made some nice contacts. 
I was able to get horses from California, 
bought and claimed some from Kentucky, 
and got my name out there. Right now 
I've got about 20 horses, including some 
2-year-olds.” 

While Linder's stable has been hum¬ 
ming along at a brisk clip, a few rate special 
attention. 

Oneis BoundingBi, a 5-year-old Florida- 
bred daughter of Outflanker owned by the 
Y-Lo Racing Stables of Lolita Raquiza and 
Yvonne Cordova. Based in Florida, Y-Lo 
has horses in training in Florida, California 
and in Pennsylvania with Linder. Bounding 
Bi won a starter allowance at Parx in July 
and finished second in the Turf Amazon 
Handicap on Sept. 3. Last season, she won 
twice and placed in three stakes, including 
the Turf Amazon. 

Other horses Linder currently trains for 
Y-Lo include Christmas Angel, El Legado 
and Irish Bull. 

For owner Bran Jam Stable and David 
M. Clark, Linder trains the fleet Forest 
Justice, a 5-year-old Forest Danger gelding 
who captured a starter allowance in July 
and a $51,760 allowance Aug. 12. Since 
arriving at Linder's barn late last year from 
Woodbine, he's won twice and earned 
nearly $65,000. 

Also for Bran Jam and Clark, Linder 
trains Blue Notion, a Pennsylvania-bred 


son of Great Notion, who returned from 
a five-month layoff to win July 21, while 
One Bad Texter has hit the board three 
times in starter allowance company since 
shipping from California. 

TRAINING ALL IN THE 
FAMILY FOR MONTOYA 

Like father, like daughter. Back in the 
heyday of Keystone Racetrack, Dennis 
(Goose) Heirner was a force, winning six 
training titles and racking up 57 stakes 
victories. In 1982, he had his best season, 

i 

winning 130 races to rank ninth nation¬ 
ally. Among his top horses were Cheating 
Arthur, Clocks Secret, Kohen Witha K and 
Two Davids. 

Heimer's daughter, Marya, shared his 
interest in the sport, and eventually fol¬ 
lowed in his footsteps, securing her own 
trainer's license in 1996. 

Goose Heirner, however, did not live 
long enough to see his daughter achieve 
success at the Bensalem track. In 1989, 
the 43-year-old Midwest native died of a 
heart attack. 

This year, Marya Heirner Montoya (she 
is married to Ross Montoya, a member 
of the Parx Racing gate crew), has won 
14 races and earned close to $500,000 in 
purses, operating a stable that has a mix¬ 
ture of young homebreds and older horses 
she's improved off the claim. 

One such claim was Change We Need, 
a 5-year-old son of Safe in the USA whom 
Montoya haltered for $16,000 for owner 
A1 Lupcho Jr., after a last-place finish on 
May 22. Since that claim, Change We Need 
has been first or second in four starts, 
including a last-to-first victory in a $48,000 
allowance at G x /i furlongs on Aug. 20, and 
earned more than $60,000 for his new con¬ 
nections. 

“He was a friend of my father's ” said 
Montoya of owner Lupcho, a stockbroker 
from New Jersey, for whom she now has 
six horses. “He used to have horses in the 
1980s at Garden State Park, where he was 
a leading owner. He had gotten out of the 
business, but called me last year and said he 
wanted to get back in.” 

Montoya said Change We Need is a 
very pretty horse and a barn favorite, who 
“loves to eat nectarines.” 

The first horse Montoya claimed for 
Lupcho was the Stormy Atlantic filly Next 
Exit, whom she snatched for $7,500 last 
September. She has won three times since, 
earning nearly $50,000 this year, including 
two starter allowances. 
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The solid stable of runners for Marya Heimer 
Montoya includes juvenile colt Kiwi Ruler, who 
won first time out for the trainer and longtime 
client Neil Matheson’s Kiwi Racing Stable in June. 


For the past several years, Montoya’s 
main owner has been New Zealand native 
Neal Matheson, who operates as Kiwi 
Racing Stable. Separately and in partner¬ 
ship, they have had much success, with 
Equibase statistics showing that, as part¬ 
ners, they have won 23 races and nearly 
$670,000 in purses. 


CASUAL TRICK GETS BACK ON 
TRACK WITH ALLOWANCE WINS 

Back at the beginning of the year, Bob 
LaPentas Casual Trick was keeping com¬ 
pany with the best 3-year-olds on the East 
Coast, finishing second in the Gulfstream 
Park Derby on New Year’s Day, and then 
competing in the Grade 2 Fountain of 
Youth and Grade 1 Wood Memorial Stakes. 

But Casual Trick’s spring campaign 
came to screeching halt in the Wood 
Memorial, as this chart footnote states: 
“... fell back suddenly leaving the half-mile 
pole, was eased, pulled up and subsequent¬ 
ly vanned off.” 

Casual Trick did not, however, break 
down. His trainer, Nick Zito, reported 
that the son of Bernardini had breathing 
problems. 

“We brought in a special vet that 
watched him breathe with a Dynamic 
Respiratory Scope,” said Zito. “We needed 
to correct the situation.” 

And correct the situation they did. 
Since his return to the races, Casual Trick 
has won twice at Parx, taking a $51,760 
allowance on July 4 in the good time of 
1:39.77 for 1 mile, 70 yards, and then com¬ 


ing right back Aug. 19 to take a $52,200 
allowance at 1 mile as the heavy favorite. 

“We’re still trying to build up his confi¬ 
dence,” said Zito. “You love to see a horse 
like that come back.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

I Following on the heels of his victory 
in the $75,000 Crowd Pleaser Handicap 
against Pennsylvania-breds July 28, John 
Trippi and William Thayer’s Traffic Light 
returned to win a $66,472 open allow¬ 
ance on Aug. 19, drawing away by nearly 4 
lengths as the favorite. Fifteen days later he 
was second in the $350,000 Smarty Jones 
Stakes-G3. Trained by Freddy Velazquez, 
the 3-year-old son of Peace Rules has 
won four times from seven starts in 2012, 
earning $226,080. He was bred by Dixiana 
Farm LLC. 

I The chart footnote from the eighth 
race on Aug. 4 says it all: “The horses were 
unloaded while a gaggle of geese were 
cleared from the track on the backstretch, 
causing another 5 minute delay in post 
time.” 0

WHAT IS MHBA’S PAC? 

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary contributions from 
individuals or corporations to support issues or assist selected candi¬ 
dates for public office in the state of Maryland who are interested in 
the problems of our industry and are willing to help us solve those 
problems.

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse racing, an 
industry which is closely regulated by state government. In addition, 
while not well understood, horse breeding is an especially important 
segment of Maryland agriculture. The economic well-being of racing 
and breeding is very much a function of the political process. It is 
essential to the health of our industry that we educate our elected 
official and support those who work with us on issues vital to our 
interests. 


HOW DOES PAC WORK? 

The PAC receives voluntary contributions through its treasurer 
which are then disbursed to candidates or spent supporting issues 
as selected by a committee headed by the chairperson of the MHBA 
Legislative Committee. Any administrative expense will be paid by 
the MHBA. Reports of PAC contributions must be filed with the 
State Administrative Board of Election Laws and are a matter of 
public record. 

WHAT ARE THE LAWS GOVERNING 
CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTIONS? 

No corporation or individual may give more than $4,000 to a single 
candidate or more than $10,000 to all candidates in any given four- 
year election cycle. Any contribution to the PAC must be included 
in your $10,000 total for an election. 

WHAT IS THE TAX STATUS OF MY 
CONTRIBUTION? 

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax returns 
but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total political con¬ 
tributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contribution) on individual 
returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 contribution) on joint returns. 
Political contributions are not deductible business expenses.

With two wins in 2012, 
Count On Buddy proves 
savvy claim by Parker

C ount On Buddy has proven to be 
a sharp claim for trainer Kathleen 
Parker and owner Ricky Zimmer. 
Since joining Parker’s small stable on 
Jan. 1, the Pennsylvania-bred 5-year-old 
son of Sunday Break (Jpn) has earned 
nearly $50,000 and put back-to-back victo¬ 
ries together. The first came at Presque Isle 
Downs on its Tapeta surface July 24. He 
followed with a 5-furlong optional claim¬ 
ing test over firm turf at Penn National 
on Aug. 24. 

In the latter, Count On Buddy was dis¬ 
patched as the longest shot on the board in 
the 10-horse field, at 34-1, but performed 
like an even-money shot, seizing the lead 
from the start and then maintaining it, 
flashing under the wire a length in front of 
Philly Bound in the time of :57.90. 

Count On Buddy is the first horse that 
Zimmer, a resident of New York City, has 
with Parker, who is based on a five-acre 
farm in nearby Bethel, Pa. 


“He is pretty new to the game, and he 
actually contacted me through my web 
site,” said Parker. “He wanted to be with 
a trainer who didn’t have 30 horses, who 
would give his horses some individual 
attention.” 

Parker said she began looking to claim 
a horse for Zimmer, and Count On Buddy 
fit the bill. 

“He seemed to be very consistent,” she 
recalled. “Once I found the right races for 
him, he did very well. When he won at 
Presque Isle, it seemed to build his con¬ 
fidence up. He really thought he was ‘the 
man.’” 

The race at Penn featured some 
seasoned turf performers, including 
the favorite, graded stakes winner and 
$877,369-earner True to Tradition, who 
was riding a three-race win streak. 

“I told Emilio Flores to get him close to 
the lead, and maybe we’ll have a shot,” said 


Parker. “I was thrilled and proud of him 
when he won.” 

Parker, a native of Johnstown, Pa., sad¬ 
dled her first horse in 2001 and maintained 
a small stable while working in her profes¬ 
sion as an occupational therapist. But once 
the slot machine revenue started increasing 
purses at Penn National in 2008, she made 
training her full-time job. 

SLEEPING TIGER WAKING UP FAST 

Sylmar Farm’s Sleeping Tiger went over 
the $100,000 mark in earnings with a hard- 
fought victory in a $41,760 allowance race 
at 6 furlongs on Aug. 4. 

Trained by Bernie Houghton, the 
4-year-old son of Lite the Fuse raced just 
off the pace early, took over and drew out 
to a long lead in midstretch, and then had 
just enough left to hold back the onrushing 
Cortado to win by a half-length in 1:10.70 
under jockey Angel Rodriguez. 

His lifetime bankroll of $107,640 was 
earned in nine starts, with four wins and 
three seconds. 

APPRENTICE ALBRIGHT 
OFF TO QUICK START 

A newcomer to the Penn National 
jockeys’ room this year is seven-pound 
apprentice Kaylia Albright, who booted 
home three winners on Aug. 30. 

Albright, of Chambersburg, Pa., won 
the fifth race aboard Arsoness for trainer 
Bob Wolfe Jr., the sixth with Tommy V M 
for trainer Kevin Patterson, and the eighth 
on Anne’s Tuition for trainer David Geist. 

Through the end of the month, Albright 
had won nine races from 59 starts, and hit 
the board 35 percent of the time. While in 
high school, she competed successfully in 
equestrian rodeo competitions. 

Albright is the daughter of former 
Penn National jockey Amy Albright, who 
had a brief, but productive, career in the 
saddle. Amy Albright rode for only four 
years, but in 1988 won 123 races from 771 
starts, primarily at the Grantville oval. 

PENNSYLVANIA-BRED STAKES 
TAKE CENTER STAGE IN AUGUST 

I On Aug. 3, Michael Jester’s home¬ 
bred You Need Me captured the $75,000 
Russian Rhythm Stakes, a 5-furlong turf 
dash for fillies and mares, for the second 
year in a row. 

Never far off the pace, the 5-year-old 
Indian Charlie mare was steadied entering 
the far turn, then awaited room on the 
rail coming into the stretch. Emilio Flores 
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eased You Need Me off the rail and she 
accelerated to overtake leader and betting 
favorite Madrilena late to win by three- 
quarters of a length in :56.03 over the firm 
course. 

Trained by J. Michael Rogers, a former 
jockey at Penn National, You Need Me is 
the first foal from the stakes-placed Smart 
Strike mare Sunup (also the dam of stakes 
winner Mollys MIssb’havin). 

You Need Me has won seven of 25 
starts and $289,853. Her owner/breeder 
Jester is also the owner of Penn Ridge 
Farms near Harrisburg, Pa. 

I One race later on the Aug. 3 card, 
Ellendale Racing’s homebred Roadhog 
captured the $75,000 Robellino Stakes, a 
race in which he had finished second the 
year before. 

The Lizzie Merryman trainee was stead¬ 
ied in tight quarters on the far turn of the 
1 Vi6 mile turf race, came wide into the 
stretch, and then drew away to win by 2 Vi 
lengths in 1:40.89. 

The 5-year-old gelded chestnut son of 
Bowman’s Band won the Alphabet Soup 
Handicap as a 3-year-old. Lifetime, his 
record is 17 starts, five wins and $246,444. 

Ellendale Racing is the stablename of 
Ellen and Dale Schilling, the latter an 
equine veterinarian and a board mem¬ 
ber of the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association. Based at Fair FTill in Maryland, 
Merryman is also a PHBA board member. 

I Before he made his first start back on 
May 3, trainer Tim Kreiser called James M. 
Courtney’s homebred Relay Bill “one of 
the best young horses I’ve trained.” 

Kreiser’s assessment of the 3-year-old 
son of Dance With Ravens was right on 
the mark, as he ran like gangbusters in 
his debut, winning by 4Vi lengths under 
Clinton Potts. 

Relay Bill was then fourth in the Danzig 
Stakes on June 1, and second in an allow¬ 
ance on Aug. 3, before putting the first 
added-money victory on his resume in the 
$100,000 Capital City Stakes for 3-year- 
olds at a mile on Aug. 18. 

It was the gelding’s first start on turf, 
and he was dismissed by Penn National 
punters at 22-1, the second-longest shot on 
the board. He performed like a seasoned 
sod pro. 

With Potts again in the irons, Relay Bill 
burst out of the gate on top, established 
a comfortable margin down the backside, 
and then continued to widen his advantage 
to the wire while not being seriously chal¬ 
lenged by any of his eight rivals.

Favored Margano, the full-brother to 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Barbara, was 
second, 3% lengths behind, while Two 
Months Rent was third. The final time over 
the soft course was 1:41.56. 

The victory pushed Relay Bill’s career 
bankroll to $95,900. 

Relay Bill is the first stakes winner from 
the winning Polish Numbers mare Angel 
Lady, who had produced five previous 
foals, including $125,230-winner Henry 
Jay C. P. A. 

Angel Lady is a half-sister to graded 
stakes winner Country Recital ($269,435). 

I Getting equal billing on Aug. 18 
was the $100,000 Dauphin Miss Stakes 
for 3-year-old fillies at one mile. Tim E. 
O’Donahue’s Filare l’Oro captured the first 
stakes of her career when she prevailed by 
three-quarters of a length in 1:42.69 on the 
soft course. 

Trained by John J. Robb, the filly holds 
the distinction of being the first starter 
for her then-freshman sire, Hard Spun, 
in April 2011 at Pimlico. Fourth that day, 
Filare l’Oro finally broke her maiden at 
Laurel Park in her sixth start. Twice she 
was fourth in stakes as a 2-year-old.

Filare l’Oro was given time off and 
made her first start this year in June, fin¬ 
ishing second in a Delaware Park allow¬ 
ance. She was once again fourth in stakes 
company, in Delaware’s Walking in Da Sun 
Stakes on July 11, before finally earning her 
first black type with a second-place finish 
to Vole at in the Grade 3 Virginia Oaks at 
Colonial Downs 10 days later. 

In the Dauphin Miss, Filare l’Oro was 
sent off at 6.70-1. She lagged at the back 
of the six-horse field through the first half 
mile, started to move around the far turn, 
was taken wide turning into the stretch by 
Wesley Ho, and then closed fast and surged 
past pacesetter Welcome Dance, who held 
on for second. Bred in Kentucky by Blue 
Heaven Farm LLC, Filare l’Oro is out of 
the Strike the Gold mare Elusive Gold, 
who has produced multiple graded stakes 
winner and Pennsylvania sire Gouldings 
Green, as well as graded stakes-placed 
Baby Bird. 0

Around the Ovals Delaware Park 


Minnesota-based trainer 
Robertson enjoying 
strong summer in East

A s the 2012 Delaware Park season 
headed into the homestretch at the 
end of August, McLean Robertson 
found himself third in the trainers’ stand¬ 
ings, sporting a 35-percent winning rate. 

Through Aug 29, Robertson had won 
22 races from 66 starts, hit the board 70 
percent of the time, and earned more than 
$650,000 in purses. One of the stars of 
Robertson’s stable is 6-year-old Win Willy, 
a son of Monarchos owned by Jer-Mar 
Stable LLC. On Aug. 25, he captured an 
allowance; earlier in the meet, he won the 
Cape Henlopen Stakes. 

As a 3-year-old, Win Willy was consid¬ 
ered a classics prospect after capturing the 
Grade 2 Rebel Stakes at Oaklawn Park in 
his fourth start. 

“Win Willy is running well after having 
about a year off,” said Robertson. “He 
always trains well at Delaware, and good 
old horses like him can run with anybody 
when they are right.” 
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The gray or roan horse, out of the 
Carson City mare City Fair, defeated a 
talented group in late August. The 1.90-1 
favorite in the mile and 70-yard allowance, 
he launched a big move from the back of 
the field under Julian Pimentel, collared 
pacesetter Lord Justice in deep stretch and 
powered away to a 2-length victory over 
last year’s Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Ruler 
On Ice, who ran evenly in the second posi¬ 
tion most of the way. 

The win was the ninth of Win Willy’s 
24-race career, and boosted his total earn¬ 
ings to $903,127. 

While he is third-best at Delaware 
Park, Robertson was the leading trainer 
at Canterbury Park through the end of 
August, where he operates his main divi¬ 
sion. On the same day as Win Willy’s 
score, Robertson won a maiden special 
at Canterbury with 2-year-old Ganesha, a 
daughter of Sharp Humor, while the pre¬ 
vious day he bagged three winners at the 
Shakopee, Minn., racetrack. 

Owners Barry and Joni Butzow reaped 
awards at Delaware with Robertson- 
trained winners. Their 4-year-old Picko’s 
Pride snared the Hockessin Stakes, being 
awarded first place in the 6-furlong stakes 
upon the disqualification of Bet the Power. 

And on Aug. 29, Robertson sent out 
the Butzows’ 2-year-old son of Stormy 
Atlantic, Caribbean Storm, to his first vic¬ 
tory in maiden special weight company. 

This is the third season that Robertson, 
38, has maintained a division at the Stanton 
oval. The son of Chicago-based trainer 
Hugh Robertson captured the training tide 
six times at Canterbury Park, from 2004 
through 2009. 

PLENTY OF STAKES ACTION 

I After breaking her maiden at Wood¬ 
bine in her first start, Eclipse Thorough¬ 
bred Partners, Gary Barber and Debmar 
Stables’ Tara From the Cape shipped south 


to Delaware on Aug. 2 and collected her 
first stakes victory in the Thomas (Tuck) 
Greene Memorial Stakes on turf. 

A peek at the 2-year-old’s pedigree-her 
second dam is the multiple graded s takes- 
winning millionaire Irish Linnet, a turf 
specialist— showed why trainer Todd 
Pletcher placed her on grass, and she ran 
true to her heritage, stalking the early 
pace set by Laila Baby until the top of the 
stretch, and then driving clear to win by 
2Vz lengths under Joe Bravo. The daughter 
of Leroidesanimaux (Brz) was timed in 
1:31.96 for the IVi furlongs on firm going. 

I The Nick Shuk Memorial Stakes, 
which honors the three-time leading rider 
at the Stanton oval, was won on Aug. 4 by 
No Guts No Glory Stable’s Private Tutor, 
who earned the nod via the disqualifica¬ 
tion of Special Skills. The latter, the heavy 
favorite in the 7 Vi -furlong turf test for 
juveniles, bore out and impeded Private 
Tutor through the final furlong; upon the 
objection by Private Tutor’s rider, Wesley 
Ho, Special Skills was taken down by 
Delaware stewards and placed second. 

Private Tutor, bred in Pennsylvania by 
Timber Bay Farm, broke Iris maiden at 
Pimlico in May for trainer John J. Robb, 
and was second in the Chenery Stakes at 
Colonial Downs prior to his Shuk score. 
The dark bay or brown son of freshman 
sire Student Council, a $7,000 purchase 
out of Fasig-Tipton’s Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale, upped his record to two wins from six 
starts, and $76,570. 

I In a fast and furious battle to the 
wire, David Blethen’s Withgreatpleasure 
turned back Giant Sensation to win the 
Unbridled Belle Stakes for fillies and mares 
on Aug. 11. 

Jockey Daniel Centano put Withgreat¬ 
pleasure on the lead from the start and she 
opened a 1V 2 -length lead and maintained it 
throughout the entire 1 mile and 70 yards 
distance. Giant Sensation made a valiant 
stab at supremacy, closing fast but just 
falling a head short at the wire, with the 
winning time 1:41.03. 

With the score, Withgreatpleasure—a 
4-year-old daughter of Hold That Tiger 
trained by David Nunn—won half of her 
four starts this year; overall she has earn¬ 
ings of $306,949. 

I Roman Hill Farm’s I’m Steppin’ It 
Up, a 4-year-old son of Congrats, took 
advantage when the Eight Thirty Stakes 
was washed off the turf on Aug. 18, giving

his four rivals the slip in a front-running 
performance under Jose Caraballo. 

Based at Monmouth Park for trainer 
Anthony Pecoraro, Pm Steppin’ It Up 
showed his affinity for the Delaware 
course, having broken his maiden over it in 
2010, and also annexed the $250,000 Kent 
Stakes last season (which was Pecoraro’s 
1,000th victory of his training career). 

Briefly challenged at the three-quarters 
mark by Picko’s Pride, I’m Steppin’ It Up 
steadily drew away and won by 1% lengths 
in 1:36.07 for the mile, just a few ticks off 
the track mark. 


Tara From the Cape’s love for the turf is befitting based on her pedigree, and she became a stakes 
winner in the second start of her career in the Thomas (Tuck) Greene Memorial for 2-year-old fillies. 


M Sheldon Nitenson’s homebred Dana- 
lake, a 2-year-old Friends Lake filly, made 
the transition from maiden company to 
stakes company with ease, as she easily 
captured the Our Mims Stakes on Aug. 22. 

Under Jose Caraballo, Danalake shot 
right to the lead in the 1-mile test, set a 
measured pace, turned back the challenge 
of Touring Hong Kong at the three-quar¬ 
ters mark, and then drew off with a flour¬ 
ish to win by 3 3 A lengths. 

Trained by Todd Pletcher, Danalake 
had been based at Delaware since the 
meet began. She finished second in her 
debut on May 30 before breaking through 
to the winner’s circle. Out of the Giant’s 
Causeway mare Danaway, Danalake is the 
first stakes winner to be produced from 
her first three dams. 

ANOTHER TO WATCH 

Trainer Michael Matz tightened the 
girth on Brushwood Stable’s Space Race, 
a 3-year-old Gone West gelding, and sent 
him out to a 3-length win over Coach 
Fridge in a turf allowance on Aug. 29. With 
Joe Rocco Jr. in the irons, Space Race made 
a four-wide move in midstretch to take 
the 1-mile, 70-yard, as the 1.20-1 favorite. 
Space Race broke his maiden at first asking 
at Delaware Park in September 2011. ^

Around the Ovals Charles Town 


Lovely at the barn, 
Rita Haywood proves 
plenty tough on track

T he way trainer Debra Ketterman 
describes it, 3-year-old filly Rita Hay¬ 
wood has just about the ideal tem¬ 
perament for Thoroughbred racing. 

The Charles Town-based trainer 
for Rita Haywood's owners David and 
Deborah Butts paints a convincing verbal 
image of a filly suited for a life of training. 
In a sport filled with high-maintenance 
divas and the occasional neurotic run¬ 
ner, Rita Haywood has been a joy since 
entering Ketterman's barn. From that first 
day, Ketterman believed the chestnut filly 
would one day become a stakes winner. 

“Very plain, very easy to keep happy, 
and just a real businesswoman,” Ketterman 
said of the West Virginia-bred daughter of 
Prized out of Fine Wood (by Baederwood). 

In the Aug. 25 Sylvia Bishop Memorial 
Stakes for state-bred 3-year-old fil¬ 
lies, Rita Haywood rewarded that posi¬ 
tive oudook with a TA-length victory in 
1:26.38 for 7 furlongs. Jockey Mathew 
McGowan intended to stick to the plan 
he and Ketterman devised beforehand to 


deal with the threatened early speed of 
sprinters Fear the Facelift and Medaglia de 
Plata. The real danger, after all, was likely 
to come from owner-trainer Jeff Rune os 
multiple stakes-winning filly Navy Chapel. 

“I warmed her up really heavy in the 
post parade because I knew speed was 
going to be kind of crucial in here-there's 
a bunch of speed in here,” McGowan said. 
“I didn’t want her up on the front end, 
but I wanted to be a little bit closer than 
she normally likes to lay I don't know if 
it was the warm-up, but it worked because 
she laid close. I was hoping it wasn't going 
to burn me on the end, but I had a ton of 
horse.” 

As Medaglia de Plata set the early 
pace along the rail, McGowan got Rita 
Haywood into stalking position as she ran 
three wide before moving up to the front 
near the five-sixteenths pole. From there, 
McGowan got just what he was looking for 
from Rita Haywood. 

“We were just going to try and lay her 
a little bit, kind of run her running style,” 


McGowan said. “Lay her up there-not 
close, close-but see if she'd make a run. 
When she broke, she was right there with 
them. I took a long hold and she listened 
beautifully and relaxed, and rated for me a 
little bit. Coming up on the quarter pole, I 
asked that horse and she just kept giving it 
to me, grabbing gears.” 

Ok Listen Up delivered a strong finish 
to take second. Navy Chapel was third 
and extended her 2012 winless streak to 
five races. Afterward, Ketterman admitted 
that Rita Haywood had just run “the best 
race of her life.” That's not to say it's the 
best she'll ever run, though-Ketterman 
expects big things from this steady filly. 

“She doesn't really have the early speed 
like a 4A [furlong] horse, but she does 
have a closing kick and a big, big heart,” 
Ketterman said. “She's just been a real 
classy, intelligent, nice filly to be around 
and a nice project. She's happier and hap¬ 
pier with herself, and I think she's happy 
with us.” 

RUSSELL ROAD ON TRACK 
FOR BIG FINISH TO SEASON 

Happy is the perfect word to describe 
decorated gelding Russell Road's demeanor 
each time he leaves the trailer for another 
night of racing at Charles Town. The 
6-year-old state-bred son of the deceased 
stallion Wheaton has won in excess of $1.2 
million, with the promise of more to come. 

A two-time winner of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Stakes, Russell Road 
remains a wildly popular runner every time 
he toes the dirt. Such was the case for the 
Aug. 18 Frank Gall Memorial Stakes, as the 
0.70-1 favorite in a five-horse field. 

Mathew McGowan settled the Mark 
Russell-owned gelding just off the lead 
along the backstretch, then eased him 
forward past Son of a Bear around the 
far turn. From there, Russell Road length¬ 
ened his lead to 3% lengths, completing 7 
furlongs in 1:25.64. The win was Russell 
Road’s third in four 2012 starts, and helped 
shake off a fourth-place finish in the Wild 
and Wonderful Stakes in June. In the Gall 
Memorial, Son of a Bear held on for sec¬ 
ond and Black Belt netted a third in his 
return to Charles Town. 

“We were hoping to bounce back in 
here, and he seemed to handle this field 
tonight pretty easy—didn't take a whole lot 
out of him, so hopefully that'll set him up 
for the next two races,” Mark Russell said 
of Russell Road. “Hopefully he'll handle 
that, and that'll probably do it for the year.”

GREAT NOTION'S turf-loving 3-year-old filly 
JAZZY IDEA showed her heels to the field on 
Laurel Park's opening day of the 2012 fall meet 
on Sept. 5, winning the $100,000 Jameela 
Stakes for Maryland-bred fillies and mares 
going away by three lengths. Defeating a field 
that included older stakes winners Colony 
Club and Bold Affair, JAZZY IDEA ran the six 
furlongs in a stunning 1:07.45, breaking 
Laurel's five-year-old track mark by more than 
a half second! 

Ridden by Luis Garcia for owner/breeder/ 
trainer Edwin Merryman, JAZZY IDEA 
recorded her third stakes win of the year. In 
nine sophomore starts, she has four wins and 
three seconds-her only times off the board 
were strong efforts in Grade 1 company, the 
Prioress and Test Stakes over Saratoga's main 
track, where she finished fourth and fifth, 
respectively, beaten less than five lengths in 
either.

Virginian Le Deluge 
ships north to set 
two track records

Shipping north from Virginia for trainer Patrick Nuesch, Mildred Wilson’s distance-loving 
4-year-old Le Deluge set two track records this summer at Presque Isle Downs. 


T rainer Patrick Nuesch went the dis¬ 
tance to get the distance. Twice in 
less than a month, he loaded Mildred 
Wilson's homebred gelding Le Deluge and 
left the Nuesch family's Braeburn Training 
Center in scenic north central Virginia 
bound for Presque Isle. The trip was long 
(more than 400 miles one way). The goal 
was to find the right race for the distance- 
loving 4-year-old gelding. 

The results couldn't get much better, 
as Le Deluge ran his record to a perfect 
2-for-2 at the Erie, Pa., track and set track 
records both times. 

Le Deluge won the second and third 
races of the Presque Isle Downs Distance 
Series of starter allowances. The first came 
July 28 at 1 3 A miles. Facing 10 rivals, he was 
rated nearly a dozen lengths off the pace 
before being sent by leading rider Pablo 
Morales with about a half mile to go. The 


gelding wore down the leaders and steadily 
drew off to win by 3 lengths in 2:59.27. 
The victory was worth $24,600. 

Three weeks later Le Deluge was back, 
this time to run 2 miles. He reared at the 
start, but was able to find position along 
the rail and move up to be within easy 
striking distance in the first mile. At the 
mile and a half mark, he was a half-length 
off the lead. . . after another quarter-mile 
he was bathing for the top spot. Shaking 
off the pesky leader, Le Deluge won by a 
length in 3:32.12 as he earned $30,600. 

Nuesch got the Maryland-bred Louis 
Quatorze gelding midway in his 2-year-old 
season. Le Deluge didn't race at 2, and 
Nuesch, who usually runs at Charles Town, 
had a hard time finding the right spots. 

“He never showed early pace, and he 
looked like he could run all day," said 
Nuesch. Le Deluge's first seven starts came 


at Charles Town, and he won his fifth 
career outing on Oct. 26, 2011, going Wi6 
miles, his first start beyond a mile. 

Nuesch also wanted to try turf, and took 
the opportunity at Pimlico this past spring. 
But it wasn't until July 19 that Le Deluge 
got his next win, a 4 3 A-length allowance 
score at IV 2 miles on the turf at Colonial 
Downs. That race followed a sharp clos¬ 
ing effort when second in Colonial's Old 
Nelson Starter Handicap June 16. In that 
1 Tie-mile test, Le Deluge rallied to miss by 
a neck, at 35-1. 

There is a long association between 
Nuesch, Wilson and her late husband, for¬ 
mer Virginia Thoroughbred Association 
president Orme Wilson. Nuesch recalls 
breaking one of the Wilsons' best runners, 
Ritchie Trail, a multiple stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed runner of $433,215, 
in the early 1990s. 

Orme Wilson died at 70 in March 1991, 
and Mildred continued with the opera¬ 
tion. Many of Wilson's best runners have 
descended from Castalie, a Buckpasser 
mare who produced not only Ritchie Trail, 
but stakes-winning Gramercy (by Hagley). 
Gramercy is the dam of three stakes win¬ 
ners, as well as Private Terms' stakes-placed 
daughter Primercy, dam of Le Deluge. 

SUCCESS MAKES TRIPS 
WORTHWHILE FOR CAPUAN0 

Dale Capuano spent alternating weeks 
this past summer in Erie as he split his 
48-horse stable between Presque Isle and 
Laurel Park. Details become ingrained 
when making a trip that many times. 

“It's exacdy 353 miles from my house 
... five hours driving one way," said one of 
Maryland's all-time leading trainers. With 
no racing in Maryland during the summer, 
Capuano elected to send a stable north the 
past two years. “You do what you have to 
do." 

What he did was have a very good meet 
far from home. Tied for fourth in the 
trainers' standings with 19 wins (through 
August), he had a 19 percent win ratio and 
was the leading trainer by percentage of 
top-three finishes (40 or more starts), with 
62 percent of his runners hitting the board. 
“We had too many seconds and thirds, but 
they've run well overall," he said. 

In a 10-day span at the end of August, 
Capuano runners made 14 starts and won 
six races. Four of the winners were by 
Not For Love, including Project Rose, 
who won a three-horse blanket finish on 
Aug. 28. Finishing two necks back in third 
was another Capuano-trained Not For 
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Kentucky shipper Lotta Lovin prevailed in the Malvern Rose Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds. 


Love filly, True’s Love. Capuano risked 
each for a $40,000 tag in the SV^-furlong 
Pennsylvania-bred optional claimer, but 
neither was taken. Adding in the results 
of that race, the Not For Love daughters 
made nine starts during the meet, record¬ 
ing three wins, two seconds and two thirds, 
while earning $114,450. 

“Not For Loves seem to run on any¬ 
thing, but a couple of the ones we have like 
the grass,” said Capuano. “Those horses 
seem to do well on the synthetic.” 

Racing for Capuano’s Crown Valley 
Stable, Project Rose was claimed by her 
trainer at Presque Isle in June 2011 for 
$40,000. 

“She just happened to be Pennsylvania- 
bred,” Capuano noted of the now 6-year- 
old mare bred by George Strawbridge’s 
Augustin Stable. Out of Grade 1 winners 
Thirty Six Red and Corrazona’s half-sis¬ 
ter Pleasant Heart (by Pleasant Colony), 
Project Rose ran twice in stakes company 
for Capuano in 2011, finishing third in Parx 
Racing’s Power by Far Stakes and fourth in 
Presque Isle’s Satin and Lace Stakes. 

True’s Love, bred by Anne F. Thorington 
out of the graded stakes-placed Dixieland 
Band mare Sequence, won two Presque 
Isle allowances back-to-back over the sum¬ 
mer, her second coming on Aug. 18, also 
at 5V& furlongs while facing open company. 
She drew clear to win by 2 lengths for See 
You Stable as the 1.70-1 favorite. 

Capuano also sent out Not For Love 
winners Nasreen (on Aug. 25) and No 
Attraction (Aug. 23) in lower-level claiming 
company. 

LOTTA LOVIN IS POPULAR CHOICE 

The only stakes during August was 
the $75,000 Malvern Rose for state-bred 
3-year-old fillies. The Mike Maker trained 
Lotta Lovin, a Kentucky-based daugh¬ 
ter of Repent, got back to her winning 
ways when driving home three-quarters 
of a length in front of Augustin Stable’s 
Appealing Cat, who outfinished anoth¬ 
er Augustin colorbearer. Vanishing, by a 
length. Lotta Lovin, the 0.70-1 favorite 
with Pablo Morales up, topped a $5 exacta 
as she completed the lYu miles in a quick 
1:44.09, a second off the track record. 

Bred by Horses of Course Inc., Lotta 
Lovin broke her 2-year-old maiden at 
Presque Isle in June 2011, winning by 1214 
lengths going 5 furlongs for owner Elmer 
L. Parker Jr. and trainer Rory Barron. Her 
next start, less than a month later at Calder, 
was for new owner William J. Butler, who 
purchased her privately and turned her 


over to Marty Wolfs on. When the filly 
left Florida late that summer (after win¬ 
ning a Calder allowance and contesting 
two Florida Stallion Stakes), she moved to 
Maker’s barn. 

A winner of three consecutive stakes at 
Turfway Park over the winter, Lotta Lovin 
was sent beyond a mile for the first time 
in Keeneland’s Grade 1 Ashland Stakes in 
April. She set the pace, but faded to last 
in the seven-horse field, nearly 8 lengths 
behind winner Karlovy Vary. Lotta Lovin 
was fourth in a stakes at Arlington Park 
in June, then made a trip back to Presque 
Isle. Facing older runners, she finished 
second in allowance company July 19. The 
Malvern Rose was next on the agenda. 

By getting her fourth stakes win, Lotta 
Lovin boosted her bankroll to $200,767 
from 14 starts. 

TWO-YEAR-OLD SURPRISE 

Trainer Todd Freeman sent the juve¬ 
nile filly Free Song from his base at The 
Thoroughbred Center in Lexington, Ky., 
to make her first start Aug. 14. James 
Chandley’s homebred, one of only two fil¬ 
lies in the nine-horse field not running on 
Lasix, was totally ignored in the SV^-furlong 
maiden special weight against open com¬ 
pany. Surprise surprise. 

With Ricardo Feliciano in the irons, the 
Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Hat Trick 
(Jpn) recorded the biggest payout of the 


meet when, after an awkward start, she ral¬ 
lied in deep stretch and galloped home by 4 
lengths at 53-1. She paid $108, and topped 
a $547 exacta with favorite Holy Heardy. 

Free Song is out of the unraced Polish 
Numbers mare Altos de Chavon, a half- 
sister to $2.6 million earner and Grade 1 
winner Sarafan. 

MARTIN CLINGS TO TOP SPOT 
AMONG LEADING TRAINERS 

With one month to go in the meet, 
Joseph Martin held a 4-win lead over Jamie 
Ness for the leading trainer’s tide. Two of 
Martin’s wins came in dominating fashion 
in back-to-back races July 31. 

Getting her second win in as many starts 
was 2-year-old filly Baby Princess. Owned 
by doctors K.K and Devi Jayaraman, the 
daughter of Value Plus led at every call 
in the SVa-furlong allowance under Pablo 
Morales and cruised home by 3 lengths. 

Martin then sent out veteran campaign¬ 
er Cryptolight to take a E/ie-mile optional 
claimer with Morales by 4 lengths. The 
8-year-old son of Fantastic Light got his 
13th wtin from 62 starts and upped his 
earnings to $660,095. Risked for a tag of 
$62,500, he returned to Martin’s barn. 

Cryptolight went off at 16-1 (paying 
$35.60), but the bay has plenty of back 
class. The multiple stakes winner com¬ 
peted in the Independence Day Stakes at 
Mountaineer in his previous start. 0

Fast 2-year-old filly, 
double winner highlight 
popular return to the fair

I f the Preakness is a Maryland racing 
tradition, then Timonium is a Maryland 
racing treasure. The 5-furlong track came 
back to life for its annual summer meet as 
part of the Maryland State Fair, carding 
seven days of live racing in late August and 
early September. 

The lineup did not include a single 
stakes, but nevertheless provided plenty of 
moments including two cards shortened 
by weather-the remnants of Hurricane 
Isaac costing the track its final race Sept. 3 
and heavy storms halting the program after 
three races Aug. 26. Otherwise, business 
was good thanks in part to a purse increase 
of 20 percent and solid attendance figures. 

“Mother Nature was not very kind to 
us,” said racing secretary Georganne Hale. 
“We raised purses so a lot more people ran 
there which was nice to see. IPs fun. It just 
seems like the trainers are not as stressed 
and worried about the races and things. 
You see people you never see at the races 
anyplace else, ever. IPs more fun, iPs easy.” 

Hale helped lure trainers with a $10,000 
bonus pool, and first prize came down to 
a tie-breaker. Hugh McMahon and Jamie 
Ness tied for leading trainer honors with 
five wins apiece. McMahon collected a 
$4,000 bonus based on points from 1 -2-3 
finishers and total starts. Ness ($3,000), 
third-place finisher Charlie Frock ($2,000) 
and fourth-place Dale Capuano ($1,000) 
also realized paydays from the bonus sys¬ 
tem. Travis Dunkelberger led the jockey 
standings with 10 winners, three more than 
Jonathan Joyce. Dunkelberger holds the 
distinction of once riding seven winners 
on one afternoon at Timonium in 2000. 

Owner Robert Cole and trainer Scott 
Lake turned out arguably the most impres¬ 
sive winner in 2-year-old filly Jax and Jill, 
who blitzed a half-mile in 45.59 seconds 
while winning a $27,000 allowance by 1 X A 


lengths on Aug. 31. Ridden by J.D. Acosta, 
the winner led at every call and returned 
$2.20 to her loyal backers. Wises tar chased 
the entire trip and finished second. 

A West Virginia-bred daughter of Yes 
IPs True, Jax and Jill broke her maiden at 
Parx July 3, but her connections always 
had Timonium in the back of their minds 
thanks to some family connections. 

In 2004, Lake claimed the filly’s dam 
Rain Song (by Intensity) for $25,000 out 
of her winning debut. Six starts later, Cole 
bought her privately after seeing her in 
the entries at Charles Town. The owner 
offered $38,000. Lake said she wasn’t

worth that much. Cole lowered his price to 
$35,000 and Rain Song won 10 races over 
the next two years for her new owner and 
earned $264,230. 

Rain Song was nearly unbeatable over 
Charles Town’s 5-furlong track, losing just 
once in five starts, and won her career 
finale at Timonium in 2007. She also won 
two straightaway quarter-mile stakes, the 
Rocket Man and Fast N’ Furious, against 
males at Calder in 2006. 


“She was fast, really fast,” said Lake of 
the $293,272 earner, “so when Cole bred 
her and we got this filly we thought about 
Charles Town and Timonium right away. 
This filly is just like her mom, maybe faster 
than her mother was. In the morning, she’s 
almost lost riders because she breaks so 
fast. She’s a sweetheart though.” 

Lake briefly worried about Jax and Jill 
making the turn at Timonium, but she 
hugged the curve just fine and won easi¬ 
ly-bringing back memories for her trainer. 

“I love it there, it’s my favorite spot to 
go,” he said. “The crowd goes crazy for 
every race, that’s how racing’s supposed to 
be. People are into it.” 

FROCK HITS A DOUBLE 
WITH RILEY’S RAMPAGE 

The meet’s only two-time winner, 
Riley’s Rampage, took two half-mile claim- 
ers at the $5,000 level for Frock and owner 
Gregory Douglas. The 3-year-old filly ran 
nearly identical races, sitting just off a 
quick early pace and rolling home off the 
turn. Fredy Pel troche rode her the first 
time, Aug. 25, and she won by a half-length 
in :45.99 at better than 6-1. Nine days later, 
she started at even money and used even 
faster fractions as a base before launching 
through home by 3 lengths in :45.29 for 
Alberto Delgado. 

“Four furlongs doesn’t take too much 
out of that filly because she runs her heart 
out every time,” said Frock. “They went 
really fast in front of her the second time 
and I told Delgado not to worry if that 
happened. I figured she’d kick into gear 
and blow by them.” 

She did, collecting her fifth lifetime win 
and pushing her earnings to $64,646. Frock 
claimed the Maryland-bred from Ness at 
Pimlico in April with eyes on sprints at 
Charles Town. She finished third there in 
July, then went to Timonium. 

“It doesn’t matter where she runs, I 
think she liked the 4 furlongs better than 
4 V 2 ,” said Frock of the difference between 
the two tracks. “Timonium is perfect for 
her, she looked like a movie star there.” 

Like Hale and Lake, Frock enjoyed the 
summer stop at the historic track. 

“Timonium is the greatest racetrack in 
the country,” he said. “It gives everybody 
a chance. You see trainers names in there 
that don’t have horses all year. It helps all 
the little people. The fans are really great, 
it’s fun to be there. You feel like you’re 
somebody at Timonium.” ^

A fter training So Many Ways for a few 
weeks, Tony Dutrow called owner 
Maggi Moss with an update—and a 
warning. 

“I can’t tell you what you’ve got here, 
but you’ve got action,” Dutrow said. 
“Maggi, don’t sell her this horse. Don’t sell 
her, Maggi. Maybe after she wins some¬ 
thing, that’s up to you, but don’t do it now. 
She’s unproven. If somebody says they’ll 
give $150,000 for her, don’t do that.” 

Now, Moss could name her price. 
Pennsylvania-bred So Many Ways blazed 
through Saratoga-winning the Grade 3 


scores 


Schuylerville to open the meet July 20 and 
adding the Grade 1 Spinaway to close it 
Sept. 2. The bay filly was one of the big 
stories of the upstate New York track’s 
annual summer showcase. 

She had company from the region, as 
Maryland-bred Poseidon’s Warrior upset 
the Grade 1 Alfred G. Vanderbilt Handicap 
for Swilcan Stable and trainer Butch Reid 
on Aug. 5. A Fasig-Tipton Midlantic gradu¬ 
ate like So Many Ways, Poseidon’s Warrior 
roared through the stretch to win a three- 
way photo at 36-1 — sending Reid, his wife 
Ginny and owner Tom McGrath into 
delirium. 


“I knew he was sitting on a monster, 
that was the only thing I was kicking 
myself about, ‘This horse is going to run a 
monster and he might not be good enough 
for today,’” the trainer said. “He was per¬ 
fect, he had five weeks off, he had that 
nice lithe breeze over the track, he’s been 
brilliant from the first day . . . and he won 
the Vanderbilt.” 

That he did. And So Many Ways won 
the Spinaway. They’re about as fat apart as 
Thoroughbreds get-one a 2-year-old filly 
just finding her way, the other a 4-year-old 
sprinter hammering out a living. But their 
success mattered to their states. 

“It just confirms the quality of Mary- 
land-breds and we’re proud of that,” said 
Cricket Goodall, executive director of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
“Any time one wins a graded stakes, espe¬ 
cially on the big stage, it’s important to 
show that Maryland-breds are competitive 
on that level.” 

“That’s the goal of the program, to 
have horses winning in open company 
especially at the top echelon,” said Jeb 
Hannum, executive secretary of the Penn¬ 
sylvania Horse Breeders Association. “We 
want quality mares coming to the state and 
we want to have people thinking about 
Pennsylvania as a foundation for their 
breeding operations.” 

Bred by Dark Hollow Farm and Bill 
Beatson, Poseidon’s Warrior sold for

$90,000 to Reid client Chuck Zacney at the 
2-year-olds in training sale at Timonium 
in 2010. The son of Speightstown came 
with plenty of promise via half-brother 
Play Bingo (a multiple stakes winner of 
$455,240) and half-sister Quick 'n Smart (a 
stakes winner and the dam multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning $873,317-earner Smart 
Enough), and a strong female family On 
the track, Poseidon's Warrior established 
his presence by winning twice (including a 
$200,000 stakes) at 2 and adding four more 
wins at 3. He wound up the champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old. 

Off the nine-start 2011 campaign, Reid 
dialed up a lengthy break for the dark bay 
colt. 

Reid tried Poseidon's Warrior on the 
turf in his 2012 debut, where he finished 
last in a stakes (won by Ben's Cat) at Parx in 
June. Three weeks later, he ran hard and far 
in the Mr. Prospector Stakes at Monmouth 
Park before fading late to finish fifth. Reid 
blamed himself for both losses. 

“I thought the turf race would be a nice 
way to slide him back into the game, but he 
never picked his feet up, it was a waste of 
time," Reid said. “Then he came back and 
ran really hard in the Monmouth race, but 
he came up well short. I was using the first 
one and trying to win the second one, but 
he got nothing out of the first race." 

Reid evaluated Poseidon's Warrior for 
two weeks, then circled the Vanderbilt 
for his third race off the bench. The 
Parx-based trainer reserved three stalls at 
Saratoga this summer, utilizing the local 
digs for moves like this, giving Poseidon's 
Warrior a breeze over the main track six 
days before the Vanderbilt. 

“We went into this with our eyes wide 
open," he said. “We committed to this race 
three weeks ago, I was little disappointed 
when Shackleford decided to show up but 
we were here, he breezed great over the 
track, it just fit into our training so perfectly 
and we decided to go for it.” 

Poseidon's Warrior did the rest, becom¬ 
ing a Grade 1 winner by a neck in 1:09.40 
for 6 furlongs. Justin Phillip was second 
with Emcee another neck back in third. 
Favored Shackleford never found his 
best stride and finished last of eight. As 
Poseidon's Warrior reached the line under 
Irad Ortiz Jr., Reid went Ray Lewis on his 
owner. 

“I kind of jumped on him, he's tall but 
not quite as stout as I am; I think I broke 
his glasses and mine,” said Reid. “I saw 
[Poseidon's Warrior] in the hunt coming to 


the eighth pole and I knew he'd fight for it 
from there. I wasn't sure he was going to 
win, but if he's head and head and things 
are clear he’ll battle to the end." 

So Many Ways didn't have to work as 
hard. Off a maiden win at Parx in June, 
the bay filly went to the Schuylerville. 
Slightly favored in a field of six, she rated 
early, rallied wide on the turn and pulled 
away-looking polished and professional 
for jockey Javier Castellano. Dutrow was 
not surprised. 

“I'm not stupid, I've done this all my 
life, I know there are a hundred million bil¬ 
lion ways to lose and just one way to win, 
but I was feeling really good that we were 
going to run great today," Dutrow said. 
“So mature, every time you do something 
around her, she does it the right way, you 
give her a workout, she eats 12 quarts. You 
take her over to the paddock, she walks 
over there like she's done it a hundred 
million times. I breezed her, she would go 
five-eighths of a mile in a minute and you'd 
be like, Wow, I can't believe that. Are you 
sure she did that in a minute?' ” 

After the win, she worked four times at 
Saratoga and watched other juvenile fillies 
dazzle fans with maiden scores and lavish 
pedigrees. By Spinaway time, everyone 
was talking about Teen Pauline (who set 
a track record in her debut at the Spa) 
and the Stones tree t Farm flash went off 
at 3-5 against four others. Third choice 
at nearly 4-1, So Many Ways repeated her 
Schuylerville effort-charging off the turn 


from third to catch the favorite and win by 
2Vi lengths as longshot Sweet Shirley Mae 
claimed second. 

So Many Ways was bred by the father 
and son team of John R. Penn and John 
C. Penn. The Kentuckians foal a few 
mares at the farm of George Herzberger 
in Cochranton, Pa., (south of Erie near 
the Ohio border) every year. At the 2011 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sale, James Schenck 
spent $22,000 to buy the filly for Moss, 
who chose Dutrow partly because of his 
connections to the region. Like a good 
Pennsylvania-bred, she won at Parx but 
quickly grew beyond her home state. 

“It's awfully exciting," said Dutrow. 
“She grew up in Saratoga. She came there 
as an infant and right before our eyes she 
started to become a woman. I breezed her 
with a nice older filly six days before the 
Spinaway and she did that WAY too easy 
to be average." 

Anything but, So Many Ways allowed 
the Spinaway to develop much like she 
did the Schuylerville. After a battle up 
front, the leaders wilted and the winner 
pounced—covering 7 furlongs in 1:23.74 to 
stay unbeaten. The daughter of Sightseeing 
returned to Delaware Park, with a slight 
grab to a front hoof and an open docket 
for faU. 

“We have not talked about any future 
plans, but I'm not feeling any pressure to 
run her," said Dutrow. “She went up there 
and did all that, a little break will do her 
some good." %

UPTOWNCHARLYBROWN 
JOINS ROSTER AT PENN RIDGE 


U ptowncharlybrown, a prominent 
name on the Triple Crown trail of 
2010, has been retired to stud at Penn 
Ridge Farms near Harrisburg, Pa., in 2013. 
The syndicate-owned 5-year-old son of 
Limehouse will stand for $1,500. 

Campaigned by Fantasy Lane Stable 
and trained early in his career by Alan 
Seewald, Uptowncharlybrown won Tampa 
Bay's 7-furlong Pasco Stakes in January of 
his 3-year-old season, finishing in a solid 
1:24.28 as the 7-10 favorite. Three weeks 
earlier, in his only start at 2 , he broke his 
maiden at the Florida track in dazzling style 
by 9 widening lengths, getting 6 V 2 furlongs 
in 1:17.85. 

Facing graded stakes company in his 
third start, and first beyond a mile, he 
finished third behind Rule in Tampa Bay's 
Sam F. Davis Stakes-G3. In April that 
season, he rallied for third in Keeneland's 
Grade 2 Lexington Stakes on the all- 
weather surface. He was the sentimental 
choice for the race, which was run five days 
after Seewald's death from a heart attack. 


Sent to trainer Kiaran McLaughlin, 
Uptowncharlybrown contested the $1 mil¬ 
lion Belmont Stakes-Gl at IV 2 miles and 
finished fifth in the 12-horse field. But in 
one of the more bizarre incidents in a clas¬ 
sic race, Uptowncharlybrown was disquali¬ 
fied to last after losing an eight-pound lead 
weight pad during the race. 

Uptowncharlybrown didn’t run again 
for 16 months. Upon his return he fin¬ 
ished second in allowance company at 
7 furlongs at Belmont Park on the main 
track (to Tapizar). He was also second over 
Gulfstream Park's turf course going IV 16 
miles (to Newsdad). He retires with two 
wins, two seconds and two thirds from 13 
starts, for earnings of $125,030. 

By the versatile Limehouse, Uptown¬ 
charlybrown competed on dirt, turf and 
synthetic. He is out of Langfuhr's winning 
daughter La Iluminada, who also produced 
$218,280-earner Startjumpin Marnie, a 
stakes winner on dirt and turf. All four of 
La Iluminada's foals to race are winners.

THOUGHT WORTHY FILLS 
BIG SHOES IN ENGLAND 

F ive years ago, George Strawbridge's Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old Lucarno won the Great Voltigeur Stakes-G2 at the 
English racecourse York and used it as a springboard for a 
greater prize: the Group 1 St. Leger, the oldest, and longest, of 
England's classic races. Lucarno went on to capture the 134-mile 
St. Leger at Doncaster by a length. 

The next breeding season, Strawbridge sent Lucarno s dam, 
Vignette, a speedy daughter of Diesis (GB), back to the court of 
Dynaformer, the classic winner's sire. Vignette produced a bay 
colt in March 2009 at Derry Meeting Farm in Unionville, whom 
Strawbridge named Thought Worthy. 

“Lie's a delightful horse. He tries very hard and has a much 
nicer temperament than his brother,” said Strawbridge. “And he 
has two of the ingredients of a good horse: stamina and heart. 
And I think he might be a little faster than Lucarno.” 

Following a remarkably similar campaign as Lucarno, little 
brother Thought Worthy got his second stakes win of the year by 
capturing the Great Voltigeur Stakes-G2 at York on Aug. 22. The 
prestigious Great Voltigeur was once again to be used as a spring¬ 
board for an attempt at greater glory. Thought Worthy's next start 
was expected to be against Europe's most exciting 3-year-old, 
Camelot, in the St. Leger in mid-September. 

Trained by John Gosden, who handled the career of Lucarno, 
Thought Worthy came to hand a bit more quickly than his brother. 
Lucarno didn't make his career debut until April of his 3-year-old 
year. Thought Worthy was unveiled at Newcastle in October of 
his juvenile season, and won by three-quarters of a length going 1 
mile over a soft course. 

Thought Worthy also made his stakes debut a bit earlier 
than Lucarno, tackling Group 3 company in the Classic Trial at 
Sandown in April in his 3-year-old debut. Leading for most of the 
l l /4 miles over heavy going, he gave way in the final 75 yards and 
finished second, beaten less than 2 lengths. 

The ambitious sophomore campaign saw Thought Worthy 
get his first stakes win in his third career start in the Fairway 
at Newmarket on May 19, when he defeated Noble Mission, 
Frankel's little brother, by a neck. It was in the Fairway that 
Lucarno recorded his first stakes win in 2007. 

Gosden used the Fairway as a prep for the Epsom Derby-Gl 
for both colts. And both finished fourth in the English classic 
(Lucarno behind Authorized; Thought Worthy chased Camelot). 

Next on the agenda was the King Edward VII Stakes-G2 at 
Ascot. Five years to the day after Lucarno finished second in the 
King Edward, Thought Worthy came home third. 

In the Great Voltigeur, Thought Worthy went to the front—“we 
had to do it because there wasn't another horse with speed. . . it's 
hard to do, since you are always the target,” said Strawbridge. “He 
ran an exceptional race” as he turned back Epsom Derby run- 
nerup Main Sequence to win the lVz-mile St. Leger prep by a neck. 
Noble Mission finished fourth.

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There came a moment 
during the fencing competi¬ 
tion that pentathlete Suzanne 
Stettinius knew she was not 
performing her best. In a day¬ 
long event that encompasses 
five unique sports, each ele¬ 
ment sets up for the next. On 
this particular day, 24-year-old 
Maryland horsewoman Stet¬ 
tinius was competing against 
international athletes for an 
Olympic medal. The road to 
this moment had been ardu¬ 
ous and her spot on the three- 
person American team was 
hard fought. 

This summer, the Olympic 
Pentathlon celebrated its 100th 
year, dating back to the 1912 
Olympics in Stockholm. Cre¬ 
ated by Baron Pierre de Cou- 
bertin, considered the father 
of the modern Olympics, the 
event comprises five essential 
sports skills he believed a sol¬ 
dier would need if caught be¬ 
hind enemy lines: the ability 
to run, swim, or ride away and 
to fence or shoot if engaged. 

Today's Pentathlon begins 
with fencing. Athletes then 
swim the 200-meter freestyle 
and follow with a 12-fence 
show jumping course. Each el¬ 
ement is scored separately, 
then combined into a handi¬ 
cap score to determine the 
start time for the combined 
running/shooting event. Here, 
athletes run 1,000 meters and 


shoot 5 targets within 70 sec¬ 
onds (three times). 

The scope and range of the 
event suggests that modem 
pentathletes are all-arounders, 
possessing skills that, in the 
right combination on a single 
day of competition, will yield 
optimal results. 

Stettinius considered the 
fencing event one of her stron¬ 


gest. In her past competitions, 
she scored close to 900 points. 
In London, she scored 688. She 
knew she was out of medal 
contention in 32nd place, but, 
like a true Olympian, Stet¬ 
tinius found motivation. The 
comeback she made in the 
pool and the combined event 
were one of the highlights 
of the Olympics for her. She 























quickly learned her hardest 
and most valuable Olympic 
lesson-"keeping my cool." 
She finished 28th overall. 

For her stretching coach, 
Karen Dubs, the most thrilling 
event was the show jumping. 
This element draws on Stettin¬ 
ius' lifelong involvement with 
horses. From age 7, when she 
joined the United States Pony 
Club, Stettinius has been com¬ 
peting in equestrian events 
from show riding to amateur 
flat races and local timber 
races. These experiences were 
both a springboard for her 
Olympic experience and an 
edge for her in competition. 

The equestrian element of 
the modern Pentathlon throws 
an obstacle at its competitors 
by requiring them to perform 
on a horse they met a mere 20 
minutes before their event. 
For many, this can make or 
break their results. 

First-place qualifiers after 
the first two elements have 
first pick of the horses. After 


that, horses are drawn at ran¬ 
dom while athletes wait in the 
stands for their matches. With 
such a short time to become 
acquainted with their mount, 
athletes can suffer in competi¬ 
tion. 

For a lifelong equestrian 
like Stettinius, this obstacle 
was surmountable. Having 
galloped horses in the back- 
stretch of Maryland race¬ 
tracks, she was accustomed to 
unfamiliar and unpredictable 
mounts. This, she felt, gave 
her "a huge advantage" over 
other riders. She even laughed 
at past decisions to ride a tim¬ 
ber horse she had barely met. 

Stettinius felt confident that 
a British horse would be well 
bred for the show jumping 
event. She was warned, how¬ 
ever, that her mount could 
be "a little spooky." Stettinius 
said her horse tried to buck 
her off at the start. He seemed 
to focus more on the screams 
of the crowd than the fences; 


he knocked down four rails, 
penalizing his rider 80 points. 

Watching from the stands. 
Dubs recognized the challenge 
each element posed, especially 
the equestrian event. 

"Nothing could have pre¬ 
pared me for how intense the 
show jumping was," Dubs 
said. "Suzanne was so grace¬ 
ful and strong on her horse, it 
literally took my breath away. 
I held my breath from the mo¬ 
ment she and her horse en¬ 
tered the arena until they trot¬ 
ted out." 

Stettinius called her Olym¬ 
pic experience "unbelievable." 
Although she wishes she had 
competed a little better, she 
marveled at the number of 
spectators watching and 
cheering for an event that 
rarely gamers a huge crowd. 

The scheduling of the Pen¬ 
tathlon at the end of the games 
allowed Stettinius to partici¬ 
pate in the opening and clos¬ 
ing ceremonies. Representing 
the United States was a thrill 


but also added to the pressure 
to perform well. 

"I put a lot of pressure on 
myself," she said, "because I 
was wearing the United States 
singlet." 

That pressure, she said, ex¬ 
plains her low fencing score 
and set up her overall results. 
At the end of her combined 
element, when she had com¬ 
pleted all five events, the pres¬ 
sure and disappointment had 
vanished and Stettinius came 
into the stands to hug her fam¬ 
ily, friends and coaches. 

Despite having competed 
for over 10 hours, she signed 
autographs and posed for pic¬ 
tures before racing to make 
the closing ceremonies sched¬ 
uled to begin 40 minutes after 
the Pentathlon ended. 

Stettinius returned from 
London to her hometown of 
Parkton a local hero. While the 
realities of searching for a job 
encroach, she still relishes her 
Olympic memories. ^ 


Broodmares infuse new life 
into University of Maryland 
equine program

Editor's Note: Dr. Amy Burk , 
an associate professor and coor¬ 
dinator for the Equine Studies 
Program in the Department of 
Animal and Avian Sciences at 
the University of Maryland , 
contributed the following as an 
update to the university's new 
broodmare program. 

Eleven years ago, I made 
a promise during my job in¬ 
terview that I would bring 
broodmares back to the uni¬ 
versity. At the time, it seemed 
like an easy feat, but I slightly 
underestimated the time it 
would take to re-build an 
Equine Studies Program. 


I also didn't think through 
that tricky little detail called 
space. Back then the strug¬ 
gling program consisted of 
six riding horses, a few sand 
turnout paddocks, a small 
rusty stock trailer, a run¬ 
down barn, and eight stu¬ 
dents registered in the equine 
studies track within the 
Animal Science major. 

The property occupied by 
the horses was only an acre. 
There weren't a lot of options 
for housing broodmares. So, 
I focused my efforts on other 
things like regaining a good 
reputation among horse en¬ 
thusiasts in the state, offering 


good quality on- and off-cam- 
pus equine educational pro¬ 
grams, restoring the equine 
facilities at our on-campus 
farm, and producing some ex¬ 
ceptional future leaders of the 
horse industry along the way. 

Today, our equine studies 
program is much stronger 
with a robust student popu¬ 
lation, enhanced facilities, ex¬ 
panded course offerings, and 
a solid reputation. We even 
have a highly successful off- 
campus four-horse equine ro¬ 
tational grazing demon¬ 
stration site in Howard 
County that draws hundreds 
of people each year to learn 


about proper horse pasture 
management. But to me, that 
just wasn't enough. How 
could the University of 
Maryland really compete 
with nary programs offering 
hands-on opportunities in 
horse breeding? 

At the same time, I was 
contemplating how the strug¬ 
gling Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ing industry would survive if 
these economic times meant 
fewer investments. How 
would breeding good quality 
Thoroughbreds be possible 
if there were no educational 
programs for future breeders? 
Who would fight for them in

Annapolis if there were no 
new advocates? That's when 
it hit me that it was time to 
partner with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

The pitch in front of the 
MHBA's board in December 
2011 and then a follow-up 
pitch to the MHBA Foun¬ 
dation a month later were a 
success. Our partnership be¬ 
gan with a $5,000 sponsorship 
and a promise to work togeth¬ 
er to ensure the success of the 
program. 

The news spread quickly 
among the animal science 
students. Some were elated 
because they were going 
to get a chance to see a foal 
born. Others were saddened 
because they were going to 
graduate before the foals ar¬ 
rived. Either way, excitement 
was brewing and questions 
about the horses poured in. 

In my mind, there was 
never really a question about 
the breed. It had to be the 
Thoroughbred. My own 
experiences with breed¬ 
ing Thoroughbreds came 
from when I was a M.S. 
and Ph.D. student studying 
equine nutrition at Virginia 
Tech's 420-acre Middleburg 
Agricultural Research and 
Extension Center. The gradu¬ 
ate students fed and cared 
for about 100 registered 
Thoroughbred breeding 
stock, including 35 brood¬ 
mares, three stallions, and 
their offspring. 

We lived there year-round 
and assisted with everything 
from holding mares for estrus 
detection, prepping mares 
for live cover, foal watch, 
foalings, post-foaling care of 
mares and foals, weaning, 
and yearling sales prep. We 
also assisted other students 
with broodmare and foal nu¬ 
trition studies that included 
blood draws from foals and 
milk and blood samples from 
mares. 

Working on that farm not 
only taught me about horse 
science and management, but 
it also opened my eyes to the 
tough, but rewarding life in 
the Thoroughbred breeding 
industry. I not only developed 
a deep admiration and ap¬ 


preciation for Thoroughbred 
breeding, but more impor¬ 
tantly, I became a life-long ad¬ 
vocate. 

Before even sounding the 
horn that we needed brood¬ 
mares, I heard from breed¬ 
ers Katy Voss and Marilyn 
Doetsch. A student and I 
quickly headed out to look 
at three of Doetsch's brood¬ 
mares. Two were selected. 
Daylight Lassie, a big, beau¬ 
tiful 2005 mare by Seeking 
Daylight, and She Loves Me 
Not, a solid 1997 mare by Not 
For Love. Voss and Doetsch 
orchestrated two donated 
stallion covers to Friesan Fire 
and Great Notion. 

Unfortunately, She Loves 
Me Not was not able to carry 
a foal this time around and re¬ 
mains open at Doetsch's farm. 
That only left us with one 
pregnant broodmare for the 
program as of May 2012. 

Good fortune struck again 
when I was introduced to 
Allen and Audrey Murray of 
Murmur Farm. I headed to 
Darlington to look at a 1996 
mare by Conquistador Cielo 
named Amazin, recently 
bred to Cherokee's Boy. She 
was accepted into the pro¬ 
gram and made her to way 
to the farm in July along with 
Daylight Lassie. 

The mares bonded quick¬ 
ly and settled in well at the 
5.5-acre equine rotational 
grazing site. We did have a 


bit of a scare with Amazin 
shortly after her arrival when 
she had a mild infection, 
but after a positive preg¬ 
nancy check, antibiotics and 
a caslicks, she's doing just 
fine. Veterinarian Dr. Michael 
Tanner was wonderful with 
our undergraduate students, 
often stopping to explain the 
procedures and answering 
questions. 

Most of the students work¬ 
ing at the equine rotational 
grazing site are pursuing their 
dreams of becoming equine 
veterinarians or farm manag¬ 
ers. Seeing how day-to-day 
health issues are managed 
and/or treated on our farm 
is essential to providing com¬ 
prehensive learning experi¬ 
ences. Therefore, I'm thank¬ 
ful to have seasoned equine 
breeding professionals invest¬ 
ing in our budding program 
with donations of horses and 
time. These and future invest¬ 
ments into our program will 
ensure its success. 

Our next move is for my 
fall student intern to work 
with me on how the March/ 
April on-campus foalings 
will be coordinated. The ba¬ 
sic plan is for the mares to 
get shipped down to cam¬ 
pus when they bag up. The 
instructor of the Equine 
Reproduction course and the 
students in class will monitor 
their progress and initiate foal 
watches. 


We're working on getting 
a foaling camera that will be 
streaming live on our equine 
studies website so students 
and anyone else can watch 
the foalings. 

The mares and new foals 
will have modest turnout for 
a few weeks on a half-acre 
grass paddock being rees¬ 
tablished with endophyte 
friendly fescue and Kentucky 
o bluegrass this fall. From there, 
H mares and foals will head 
| back to our rotational grazing 
w site to serve as the horses on 
our rotational grazing proj¬ 
ect. I'm sure they will be the 
main attraction for our eve¬ 
ning pasture events during 
the spring and annual pasture 
management seminar in the 
fall. 

In the near future, we need 
to start tackling critical issues 
to ensure the long-term suc¬ 
cess: establish a mare wean¬ 
ing pasture this fall with 
plans to harvest hay when 
it's not being grazed; create 
a plan for training, prepara¬ 
tion, and sales of the wean¬ 
lings; prepare to accept two 
additional broodmares with 
good pedigrees, conformation 
and dispositions; securing 
donated stallion seasons for 
our next crop; and develop a 
funding plan that details how 
the program will be sustain¬ 
able for years to come. 

Former Pepsi and Apple 
executive John Sculley once 
said that, "The future belongs 
to those who see possibilities 
before they become obvious." 
I hope so because it's not en¬ 
tirely obvious to me how we 
are going to secure the fund¬ 
ing to sustain this important 
program. But one thing's for 
sure, I will pursue all oppor¬ 
tunities, including continuing 
this great partnership with 
the MHBA. 

Initiating the Thorough¬ 
bred breeding program at the 
University of Maryland has 
been an exciting project for the 
faculty, staff and students in 
the Equine Studies program. 
We eagerly await the spring 
with hopes for two cute, 
healthy and valuable foals, 
along with two healthy mares 
bred back for next year. 





Ben’s Cat repeats 
in Grade 3 
Turf Monster 

Perfectly-placed in mid¬ 
pack in Parx Racing's $350,000 
Turf Monster Handicap-G3 
at 5 furlongs over a boggy 
course on Sept. 3, Ben's Cat 
ranged up four-wide on the 
turn for home and, lapped 
on 2010 Breeders' Cup Turf 


Sprint-G2 and two-time Turf 
Monster winner Chamber- 
lain Bridge, took dead aim on 
frontrunner Great Mills. "I 
thought I'd get second mon¬ 
ey," said breeder/owner/ 
trainer King T. Leatherbury. 
"I didn't think he'd make it all 
the way." 

Returning to his patented, 
late-running, mow-them- 


down style, 6-year-old Ben's 
Cat, under Julian Pimentel, 
nailed the victory on the wire, 
finishing a head better than 
Chamberlain Bridge, who was 
a nose in front of Great Mills. 
The final time of 1:00.62 was 
well off the winner's course 
record of :54.96 set on June 17 
in his previous score, the Parx 
Dash Handicap. 

"In the past, he's liked the 
soft turf, so I thought that was 
in my favor," said Leather¬ 
bury. And the trainer worked 
to get Ben's Cat more relaxed 
in the early stages after the ex¬ 
periment to sharpen him up 
for his breaks backfired in his 
prior outing, a fourth-place ef¬ 
fort in the Pennsylvania Gov¬ 
ernor's Cup Handicap at Penn 
National on July 28. Rank 
early and pressing a quick 
pace, he weakened late in that 
race, losing by three-quarters 
of a length. "I don't know if 
the training procedure did it, 
or if it was the way the soft 
turf was, or what, but we got 
the trip that we wanted," said 
Leatherbury 

With the victory, worth 
$210,000 to the winner, Ben's 
Cat became a millionaire. His 
earnings of $1,161,090 pro¬ 
pelled him to 16th place on the 
all-time list of Maryland-bred 
money winners, one ahead 
of famed Maryland-bred 
speedster Dave's Friend (with 
$1,079,915 from 76 starts). 
Ben's Cat (Parker's Storm 
Cat—Twofox, by Thirty Eight 


Paces), the richest runner 
trained by Leatherbury, has 
won 17 of his 26 lifetime starts 
in a career that began in May 
2010. A dozen of his wins have 
been in stakes. 

With the Turf Monster win, 
Leatherbury faced a similar 
scenario with his 2011 Mary- 
land-bred Horse of the Year as 
he did last year. The race is a 
Breeders' Cup Challenge Win 
and You're In event for the $1 
million Breeders' Cup Turf 
Sprint-G2, but Ben's Cat isn't 
Breeders' Cup nominated, 
and Leatherbury has been re¬ 
luctant to put up the large late 
nomination payment to make 
his gelding eligible. And with 
the Breeders' Cup at Santa 
Anita this year, the prospects 
were extremely dim that he'd 
go. "It's so logical and practi¬ 
cal to come back in the Mary¬ 
land Million, it's almost ri¬ 
diculous to pass it up," said 
Laurel-based Leatherbury. 

Ben's Cat would be aimed 
for a third consecutive Mary¬ 
land Million Turf Sprint 
Handicap, at five and a half 
furlongs on Oct. 6 at Laurel 
Park. Also on the gelding's 
agenda is the $150,000 Laurel 
Dash Stakes, run at the same 
distance at the end of October, 
a race he won last year. "There 
are two right here where all I 
do is walk out of the stall door 
and go to the paddock. It's so 
convenient," said Leather¬ 
bury. ^

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Establishing and Managing 
Horse Pastures 


The following information is from a fact sheet from the 
New Jersey Agriculture Experiment Station published in 
August2012 and written by William J. Bamka, agricultural 
agent, Burlington County; Carey Williams , Ph.Dspecialist 
in equine management; Laura Gladney\ program associate\ 
animal science; and James R. Justin, PhD., specialist in crop 
science , emeritus. 

Establishment 

A lush pasture adds scenic beauty to your farm 
and nutritional value for your horses. Pastures can 
provide exercise and a low-cost feed source, but 
unless productive, they provide only exercise. To 
achieve both goals, they must have a good start. 

These steps will help to establish a new pasture or 
renovate an old one: 

Soil Test: Should be performed on pasture every 
three years. Soil tests are the best guide for correcting 
soil pH and soil fertility needs. County Extension 
Offices have soil sample kits and instructions. Soil 
pH should be between 6.2-6.5. Lime reacts slowly 
with soil and is best applied several months before 
seeding, therefore test soil early. 

Apply Lime and Fertilizer: Apply according to 
soil test results. If large lime applications are needed, 
disc fertilizer in after plowing field. If using nutrient 
sources such as manure, apply before plowing or 
other soil preparation. To start a vigorous crop 
of forage, correct lime and nutrient levels must 
be established before seeding. Annual fertilizer 
(nitrogen) applications are required for maintenance. 
Soil test again the year after establishment. Lime 
may be needed every 3 to 4 years, so test soil at this 
interval. 

Prepare a Good Seedbed: Most forage seeds and 
seedlings are small and require a fine, firm seedbed. 
Finely worked soil allows close seed-to-soil contact 
for germination and close root-to-soil contact for 
early growth. A firm seedbed allows close depth 
control for shallow seed placement. Loose and cloddy 


seedbeds waste seed and do not sustain early growth 
well. 

Buy High Quality Seed: Use species and 
varieties which are adapted to the area. Your County 
Extension Agricultural Agent can supply appropriate 
information. Avoid shopping for "bargain” seed. 

The cost difference between "bargain” and high- 
quality seed is very small when the entire expense is 
considered. 

Use a Good Seeding Mixture: Usually it is 
best to keep a mixture simple: a highly productive 
grass, a legume, and Kentucky bluegrass. Bluegrass 
produces a resilient sod that heals well when cut by 
horses’ hooves. The other grass provides feed when 
the bluegrass goes dormant in the summer. Legumes 
supply protein and reduce the need for nitrogen 
fertilization. Management becomes more difficult 
as more species are added. On highly variable soils, 
however, more complex mixes can be advantageous. 
Some species grow where others do not, ensuring 
coverage of the entire area. 

Management 

Horses graze selectively, often eating one kind of 
plant and passing over others. This leaves unutilized 
areas which become overly mature and unpalatable 
and can eventually outcompete the most palatable 
species. Good management can reduce these 
problems and make the pasture more useful. 

Delay Early Grazing: A common cause of 
pasture failure is grazing too early. This can occur by 
grazing a new pasture too soon or in any pasture in 
early spring. Keep animals out of a pasture until 8-9 
inches of growth. Young plants are easily damaged 
by horses’ hooves earlier, and the root systems are 
not sufficiently developed to prevent the whole 
plant from being pulled out as horses graze. Avoid 
use of the pasture in early spring when soil is soft 
or when there has been a lot of rainfall. Sod will be 
cut by hooves and compacting of the soil will cause 








additional damage. Wait until soil is dry and firm 
before beginning spring grazing. 

Fertilize Annually: To keep a pasture productive, 
fertilize it annually based on your soil test. County 
Extension Offices have soil test kits and instructions. 
Base fertility applications on test results and 
retest every three to four years. Fertilizing without 
knowing the nutrient needs of the soil can cause 
problems to the pasture and the environment. Lime 
may also be needed to adjust soil pH. The soil test 
will provide this information. Take horses out of 
the pasture when liming or fertilizing and keep 
them out for several days or until after a half inch 
of rain. The most appropriate times for making 
these applications are in the spring before grazing 
begins, or in the fall after grazing ends. In pastures 
with grasses only, nitrogen can be applied just 
after a grazing period in a rotational system, or in 
continuously grazed pastures to stimulate growth for 
the next 5 to 6 weeks. 

Manage Grazing: Many pastures are overgrazed, 
but few are undergrazed. Either situation is 
undesirable. Unfortunately, seasonal growth 
variations also contribute to these problems. 
Overgrazing is probably the more common problem. 
As a guideline, it takes approximately 1 acre of 
pasture to support one horse nutritionally for an 
entire grazing season. Frequently, there are two or 
more horses on less than 1 acre which is when hay 
and/or other feedstuffs are necessary. The available 
forage gets "eaten into the ground,” and these 


areas become exercise or dry lots. Not much can be 
done except to provide more space and more hay. 
Undergrazing results from having too few animals 
in a pasture. Since horses are selective grazers, part 
of the pasture is not eaten, becomes coarse and 
stemmy, and is wasted. The solution is to encourage 
the animals to consume the forage while it is 
palatable. Confine the animals to a smaller portion 
of the pasture; grazing it for a short time. When 
the grass is consumed in that area down to a 3 inch 
height, move them and let them graze a different 
part of the pasture. This is a good time to mow 
the first area, drag the manure so it will dry, apply 
fertilizer, and allow the area to recover. This is called 
rotational grazing and is one of the most efficient 
ways to manage a pasture. A series of small pastures 
may also be used. In effect, each area is grazed for 
a short time, then allowed several weeks to recover. 
The length of time needed for pasture grasses to 
recover depends on numerous variables including 
weather, precipitation, soil type and grass species. 
The last areas to be grazed may need early mowing 
to keep them from getting too mature and becoming 
palatable. The time for grazing any one pasture is 
determined by the amount of forage available, the 
size of the area, and the number of horses.

The yearling sales have started 
and I wish all of you the success you 
wanted from them. I’m hoping by the 
next issue to have sales results from our 
members. Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
would like news submitted by the 20th of 
each month for this space, so please send 
information to me before that date. You 
may send to me by e-mail, mail or phone. 

I also need help keeping up with your 
runners. When you obtain a new horse 
on the track, or have a 2-year-old who 
you bred or bought, please send me the 
name of the horse, the dam’s name and 
year born. If you lose a horse at the track 
by claims, retirement, sales or any other 
way, please let me know. I have a lot of 
horses in our stable, and some do not be¬ 
long there anymore. Thank you for your 
help with this. 

A board meeting was planned after 
the Keeneland September sale, and 
among the issues to be covered were 
clearer rules governing our year-end 
awards. We also hope to send out our 
membership forms with dues for the year 
of 2013, as well as the horses in training 
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F ive starts in 2012, five third place fin¬ 
ishes, all in stakes, four of them grad¬ 
ed. That is the good and (somewhat) bad 
for Ariana D through Aug. 19. 

The 6-year-old daughter of Rock 
Slide — Derby Tie, by Black Tie Affair 
(Ire), is nearly always in the money when 
running in stakes races (for her career 
she has won or placed in 14 of her 19 
stakes starts) and her bankroll has 
swelled to $676,335 for owner/breeder 
Bill Thompson. 

Trained by Laurie Silvera, Ariana D 
has competed exclusively in stakes com¬ 
pany since November 2010, with her two 
most recent outings coming at Woodbine 
in the $150,000 Ontario Matron-G3 on 
July 22, and the $100,000 Belle Mahone 
on Aug. 19. She’s been frustratingly 
close, as she finished no more than a 
length and a quarter behind the winner 
in each of those two tests. 

Thompson also bred and races Aber- 
forth, Ariana D’s 4-year-old half-sister (by 
One Way Love) who was second in a 


maiden claiming race at Fort Erie on 
Aug. 20 for trainer Nathan Squires. 

A nother stakes horse for the month of 
August was Nakano. The 4-year-old 
filly by First Samurai out of Spring 
Morning, by Mr. Prospector, was third in 
Calder’s Barb’s Dancer Stakes on Aug. 5, 
going 6V2 furlongs on the main track. 
She missed second by a nose. Bred by 
Hubert Vester, Nakano races for Thor¬ 
oughbred Futures Racing and trainer 
Marty Wolfson. She has hit the board in 
all four of her starts in 2012. 

M ember Jim Chandley (breeder/own¬ 
er) teamed up with member Todd 
Freeman (trainer) to create a winning 
combination with Free Song (Hat Trick- 
Jpn—Altos de Chavon, by Polish Num¬ 
bers). Free Song won by 4 lengths at first 
asking in a 514-furlong maiden special 
weight for 2-year old fillies at Presque 
Isle Downs, after an awkward start. 

This is the second horse that Jim and 
Todd have teamed with who has shown a

lot of promise, following Dixie Jackpot, 
who had a great run as a 2 -year-old last 
year at Mountaineer (she broke her maid¬ 
en by 1314 lengths) and placed in the Val- 
dale Stakes at Turfway Park this past Feb¬ 
ruary. The Bandini filly will hopefully 
return to racing soon. 

Freeman had his stable in Ohio and 
has now moved to Kentucky. He is based 
in Lexington at The Thoroughbred Cen¬ 
ter on Paris Pike, and lives on a farm 
where he has the facilities to do breaking, 
layups, turnouts and training. Freeman 
also has a filly in turnout, owned by our 
member Nina Ryan, whom he hopes to 
be training in the near future. 

A special congratulations to 3-year-old 
Special Congrats for winning a 
1-mile and 70-yard starter allowance on 
the main track at Parx Racing on Aug. 26. 
Facing older runners, he dug in through 
the stretch to score by three-quarters of a 
length. Bred by Beth Muirhead, Special 
Congrats (Congrats — Frisky Cheerleader, 
by Roar) is owned by A and B Stables and 
trained by Frank Pollara. 


L ady Jordan (War Front—Fair Jordan, 
by Woodman), a 4-year-old filly bred 
by Nancy Shuford, won at Canterbury 
Park on July 26, taking a P/ie-mile claim¬ 
ing race by 6 V 2 lengths.

—PHBA'S FOCUS ON— 

PENNSLVANIA'S NORTHVIEW 
STALLION STATION 

By Brooke Ketron 


Nestled in scenic Peach Bottom, Pa., 
Northview PA has quickly become one of 
the Mid-Atlantic’s leading breeding opera¬ 
tions. Standing seven stallions in 2012, in¬ 
cluding the current top three sires by prog¬ 
eny earnings in the region, Northview PA 
has dug its roots deep in Lancaster County 
soil in its four years of existence. 

When Maryland’s Northview Stallion 
Station, an industry leader in the Northeast, 
expanded into Pennsylvania in 2009 after the 
approval of slot machines in 2004 (through 
Act 71), it did not create a spin-off. North- 


view PA rivals any major breeding establish¬ 
ment on the East Coast. 

Fifth-generation Irish horseman Carl 
McEntee, the former general manager of 
Ghost Badge Farm who put that Felton, Pa., 
farm on the map in a few short years, took 
the reins as North view’s director of blood¬ 
stock services in 2011 and is collecting an 
impressive band of stallions. 

McEntee did not make the move from 
Ghost Badge Farm alone. Joining him were 
three stallions with extremely impressive cre¬ 
dentials-Jump Start, E Dubai and Smarty

Jones. They joined Northview PA’s 
existing youthful contingent, Love of 
Money Medallist and Fairbanks, for the 
2012 breeding season. And hot young 
sire Silver Train came in to round out 
the roster. 

“I am devoted to bringing new studs 
to this region and I particularly wanted 
to be a part of Northviews growth,” 
said McEntee, whose experience in¬ 
cludes three years spent at Darley in the 
United Kingdom, several more at Para¬ 
gon Farm in Kentucky, and even a stint 
as an amateur flat jockey. 

The racing season of 2012 has been 
punctuated by numerous stakes stars by 
Northview sires. E Dubai’s 4-year-old 
son Fort Larned won Saratogas famed 
Whitney Handicap-Gl in early August, 
placing himself among the best handi¬ 
cap horses in the nation. “It was a fan¬ 
tastic race and really just a feather in the 
cap for E Dubai,” commented McEntee. 

Smarty Jones, widely considered 
Pennsylvania’s most beloved racehorse, 
sired his 16th career stakes winner (from 
four crops) in Francois, who won the 
Straight Line Stakes at Arlington on 
Aug. 18. One week earlier, Smarty Jones’ 
son Old Time Hockey won Del Mar’s 
La Jolla Handicap-G2. Smarty Jones and 
Jump Start are the Mid-Atlantic region’s 


leading sires of stakes winners thus far 
this year, with seven (through Aug. 30). 

And McEntee is quick to point out 
that “Jump Start had four derby win¬ 
ners in one year alone and we may have 
two horses by our sires entered in the 
Breeders’ Cup, that’s a first for the Mid- 
Atlantic region!” 

Northview PA also boasts up-and- 
coming sire Fairbanks, who had the larg¬ 
est book of any first-year sire in history 
in Pennsylvania when he entered stud 
in 2009 (103 mares bred). The son of 
Giant’s Causeway won the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup-G2 and was second in the 
Suburban Handicap-Gl, amidst several 
other stakes wins and places. 

“He [Fairbanks] has a beautiful pedi¬ 
gree,” explains McEntee. “He has been 
heavily supported through his first three 
years and we are seeing great results 
with his foals at the sales.” 

Like every large breeding facility, 
Northview PA is not immune to the 
everyday difficulties. A full breeding and 
foaling season meant staff and stallions 
alike were busy, but aside from the de¬ 
mands of a rigorous schedule, the farm 
experienced no major problems or set¬ 
backs. 

“There’s always a hitch here or there 
in the works, but in all everything is go¬ 


ing very well,” admits McEntee. “We 
may just fall victim to our own success 
in the future and see the need to ex¬ 
pand. But that is really the type of posi¬ 
tive challenge that we welcome.” 

Northview implements a small farm 
feel into their two locations. 

“We get hands on and take phenom¬ 
enal care of all the horses. The foals get a 
lot of hands on attention and are treated 
as individuals,” says Louis Merryman, 
Northviews general manager.“We see a 
lot of repeat business, which instills a lot 
of confidence in our programs,” he adds. 

Northview PA’s commitment to the 
Pennsylvania breeding industry is a key 
component to its success and its abil¬ 
ity to rival Kentucky stud farms. “The 
breeders’ program in Pennsylvania is so 
great, and there is truly a viable oppor¬ 
tunity for a lot of growth,” says McEn¬ 
tee. 

During a time when racing is ex¬ 
periencing turmoil and adjusting to 
changes in how Americans gamble, 
Northview PA is a beacon of hope that 
exemplifies the potential of the Penn¬ 
sylvania racing industry. “I want to see 
the industry succeed. Northview is very 
important to local trainers and breeders, 
and we want to share in their success,” 
stated Merryman.

Richards’Jump Start colt 
wins VBF Yearling Futurity 


A lthea (Robin) Richards is having a big 
year. In June, the president of the Virginia 
HBPA was elected president of the National 
HBPA, and on Aug. 25, her yearling colt by 
Jump Start won the grand championship at 
the 12th annual $15,000 Virginia Breeders 
Fund Yearling Futurity. 

The Futurity, held at the Warrenton Horse 
Show Grounds in Warrenton, was judged by 
Audley Farm general manager Dr. Jens von 
Lepel. Von Lepel graduated with degrees in 
agriculture and veterinary medicine from the 
University of Hanover in Germany, where he 
worked as an assistant medical director for the 
university horse clinic for four years. 

Prior to moving to the U.S. in 1997, von 
Lepel managed two of the leading Thor¬ 
oughbred stud farms in Germany for more 
than 22 years. During this time he also served 
as board member of the German Jockey Club. 

Since 1997, von Lepel has been the gen¬ 
eral manager and resident veterinarian of 
Audley Farm in Berryville. Audley s main 
focus is breeding and preparing yearlings for 
the Keeneland and Fasig-Tipton sales. 

Audley has been among the top breeders 
in Virginia for the past decade, and was the 
state’s Breeder of the Year in 2002. In 2004, 
Audley Farm sold its first $1 million yearling 
at Keeneland. 

Audley Farms most successful racehorses 
in recent years include multiple graded stakes- 
winning millionaire Mandy’s Gold (2002 
Virginia-bred Horse of the Year) and 2012 
Grade 1 winner and Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Preakness Stakes-Gl runner-up Bodemeister, 
an earner of $1,304,800 from six starts. 

Von Lepel judged the yearlings on the 
conformation, quality, substance and suitability 
of the entries to become racehorses. 

Richards grand champion is out of her 
homebred mare Green Jeans, a daughter of 
Green Dancer who has produced multi¬ 
ple hurdle stakes winner Green Velvet and 
$149,058-earner Boxer Shorts. 


Reserve champion went to the winner of 

the fillies’ class, Hart Farm Inc.s gray daugh¬ 
ter of Exchange Rate and the stakes-placed 

Honour and Glory mare Honour Old Glory.

n 2009, long-time Virginia horsemen Bobby 

Powell judged the Virginia Breeders Fund 
Yearling Futurity. At show’s end, he much 
preferred the fillies. When the first and second 
places from each class were brought back for 
the Championship Class, Powell dubbed the 
two top fillies Best In Show 

A Lazy Lane-bred daughter of Grand Slam 
owned by Pug and Susie Hart was pinned the 
grand champion and Susan Cooney’s chestnut 
filly by Royal Academy named Embarr was 
reserve champion. 

Part of the allure of the Futurity is the 
back-end payout of $5,000 to the top four 
entries based on their earnings through their 
sophomore racing seasons. Turns out, Powell 
knew exactly what he was looking for as his 
top ribbon winners finished one-two by earn¬ 
ings. Play With Me, the Grand Slam filly out 
of Sehra, by Silver Hawk, made four starts 
and never finished out of the money to earn 
$46,855, edging Embarr’s $44,814. 

Play With Me was purchased as a yearling 
at Keeneland by trainer Tony Dutrow for 
$50,000. After breaking her maiden at 2 at 
Delaware Park, she was purchased by NYKY 
Thoroughbred Stables and sent to trainer 
Kiaran McLaughlin. She finished second, by 
a nose, in the $60,000 Only Queens Stakes at 
Aqueduct, and in her only start at 3 was third 
at Gulfstream Park. 

Embarr (out of In too Deep, by The Deep- 
Ire), has gone on to greater fortunes. Unplaced 
in her only start at 2, she was a stakes winner 
at 3, and has since added another $97,920 
to her bankroll this year for her breeder/ 
owner/trainer. Embarr has won the $60,000 
Brookmeade Stakes at Colonial Downs two 
years running. 

The other two leading earners from that 
year’s Futurity were fillies as well. Go Allie 
(Eavesdropper—Alagaroo, by Sultry Song), 
bred by Lady Olivia at North Cliff LLC, was 
fifth in the filly class and earned $25,155 
through 2011. Unplaced in her class, Somone 
Saweet (Cactus Ridge—Power of Thunder, by 
Thunder Gulch), won $23,893 through 2011. 
Carla Morgan is her breeder/owner/trainer.

Colonial Downs’ statistical wrap-up

C olonial Downs ended its 15th 
season ofThoroughbred rac¬ 
ing on an overall positive note, 
though the usual statistical indica¬ 
tors were somewhat mixed. Heres 
a summary of the numbers: 

Attendance 

Both total attendance and 
daily average attendance increased 
over 2011 totals, even though this 
past summers 31-day meet was 
one race day shorter because of a 
weather cancellation. 

This years total attendance 
was 62,238 (an increase of 3 
percent) with a daily average of 
2,008 (up 6 percent) compared to 
the prior years figures of 60,393 
and 1,894. 

The boost in attendance most 
likely resulted from switching to 
night turf racing with a 7 p.m. 
post on all race days except for 
mid-day racing on Sunday. The 
shift came because track manage¬ 
ment installed lights on Colonial’s 
huge turf course. The later post 
made it more convenient for fans 
to go to the track after work 
when the hot summer temper¬ 
ature dropped. Attendance was 


also helped by racing on Friday 
instead of Wednesday as part of a 
weekly Thursday through Sunday 
race schedule. 

Attendance was best on heav¬ 
ily promoted big event days: 
Strawberry Hill steeplechase races 
(June 2), $500,000 Colonial Turf 
Cup (June 16), Fathers Day (June 
17) and $600,000 Virginia Derby 

(July 21). 

Handle 

Wagering statistics were decid¬ 
edly mixed. On track handle was 
up 15 percent over 2011, resulting 
in part from increased attendance. 
Total on track and off track han¬ 
dle, however, dropped 28 percent 
due to a 34 percent decrease in 
wagering on Colonials simulcast 
signal, and one less day of racing. 
Daily average all source handle 
was $629,643, compared with 
$844,441 in 2011. 

Simulcast handle may have 
been affected by the late 7 p.m. 
post.The last few races on the card 
usually went off between 10 and 
11 p.m. when off-track bettors 
were likely calling it a night. Also, 
TVG, a major simulcast oudet 


with a cable television network, 
did not take Colonials signal. 
HRTV, the other national televi¬ 
sion channel for racing, offered 
Colonial s signal for wagering but 
televised very few of its races. 
HRTV gave television priority to 
the tracks of its owners, Churchill 
Downs and Magna. 

Owners, trainers and fans of 
Virginia racing, when not at an 
off-track wagering center or near 
a computer, were able to watch 
Colonial’s live races free on a 
new mobile application called 
Horse Races NOW, developed 
by nationally known trainer Ken 
McPeek. 

Field Size 

Average field size dipped 
slightly to 8.4 from last years 8.8 
runners per race. That, too, may 
have contributed somewhat to 
the lower handle. The number 
of turf races, on the other hand, 
jumped significantly. This summer 
95 percent of all Colonials races 
were on the grass compared with 
last year’s 78 percent. Only 15 
races were on the dirt during this 
year’s meet. 

Two factors led to the expan¬ 
sion of turf racing. To save wear 
and tear on the grass, the rails on 
Colonial’s 160-foot wide course 
were moved every week so horses 
would run in different paths. And 
the newly installed lights allowed 
all races to be run on the turf 
instead of just the first seven, as 
was the case with the old 5 p.m. 
post without turf lights. 

The number of daily ship¬ 
pers declined slightly. This year an 
average 30 percent of all starters 
shipped in on race day compared 
to last year’s 38 percent. A little 
more than half the shippers came 
from Maryland, and nearly 25 
percent came from West Virginia. 

Even though dirt racing was 
limited, the Virginia HBPA con¬ 


tinued its trainer dirt bonus pro¬ 
gram. Trainers entering and run¬ 
ning in claiming races with a tag 
of $10,000 or less earned $200, 
$100, $75 or $50 for finishing first, 
second, third or fourth through 
last, respectively. Bonus money 
for the meet topped $9,000, with 
a top individual award of $800 
going to trainer Larry Jenkins. 

Purses 

Daily purses averaged $200,794, 
up slightly from last year’s 
$197,390. Overnight races aver¬ 
aged $15,088 per race compared 
to $14,783 in 2011. The Virginia 
Breeders Fund helped boost purses 
by paying a 100 percent owner’s 
bonus for Virginia-breds finishing 
first through fifth in all non-stakes 
open races. To illustrate, a Mid- 
Atlantic regionally modest 
$23,000 maiden special weight 
purse turned into a competitive 
$46,000 purse for a Virginia-bred. 

The Breeders Fund also con¬ 
tributed a 25-percent purse sup¬ 
plement for 12 overnight races 
restricted to Virginia-breds who 
chose not to run in open com¬ 
pany for a 100-percent bonus. 
The fund also contributed to 
the $50,000 purses offered in six 
Virginia-bred stakes races. 

Overall the horsemen seemed 
pleased at the end of the season, 
though many asked for a longer 
summer meet in Virginia next 
year, especially those coming from 
Florida. But that is not likely 
without a significant increase in 
year-round off-track and online 
wagering revenue flowing into 
the VHBPA horsemen’s purse 
account. Our immediate challenge 
is to maintain eight weeks of sum¬ 
mer racing with a $200,000 daily 
average purse structure without 
assistance from slot machine rev¬ 
enue like that enjoyed by our 
Mid-Atlantic neighbors. 
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Sandy Dono savors 
magical moments 
with Lucy’s Bob Boy

S tart spreading the news, former 
New Yorker Sandy Dono has a 
gifted West Virginia-bred 3-year- 
old in her shedrow and is intimately 
scrutinizing his transcendence. 

Normally, when you place 
someone in the confessional, they 
refer to a relative or neighbor who 
was instrumental in them becoming 
part of racing. This was not the case 
for Brooklyn-born Dono. 

"I remember moving to Staten 
Island at 9 years old and getting my 
first pony. I enjoyed barrel racing and 
soon after made the transition to 
English equitation, which I performed 
well into my teens/ she said."Though 


I had no relatives involved in racing, 
it was my obsession, especially when 
my curiosity was piqued over the 
controversial 1968 Kentucky Derby 
winner. Dancer's Image. He was my 
favorite horse after capturing the 
Wood Memorial and his subsequent 
disqualification in the Derby for a 
medication infraction inspired me to 
plunge head first into this fascinating 
industry." 

After getting married, Sandy 
and her husband moved to Florida 
where they rented a farm near 
Calder Race Course, taking in layups 
and affording her the opportunity 
to hone her galloping skills. However, 


the lure of New York was ever¬ 
present and eventually the couple 
returned home, where they ran a 
boarding stable until his untimely 
death. 

"Around 2005 I bought my 
first racehorse (Disco Derby) 
together with Ralph Dimitri, and our 
relationship with West Virginia racing 
gained a solid foothold," said Dono. 
"By 2006 I had relocated my base 
of operations to Tuffy Furr's farm 
near Harpers Ferry. My time was 
split between the farm, where I had 
broodmares, babies and layups, 
and the Charles Town backstretch. 
May of 2011 was the break that all 
promising trainers seek when Mr. 

Furr asked me to train an attractive 
2-year-old colt by Flatter out of Love 
for Lucy." 

From day one, it turned out to be 
a magical union for the lady who 
had tirelessly labored with modest 
claimers and the Virginia gentleman 
battling chronic health issues. 

"Lucy's Bob Boy was an 
amalgamation of talent and hope. 
From his early lessons under jockey 
Luis Perez, to his current rider and my 
eyes and ears on the track, Gustavo 
Larrosa," Dono said. "This impulsive 
chestnut has been a once in a 
lifetime talent."

Lucy's Bob Boy made his debut 
on Sept. 4,2011, and his decisive 
5V4-length win was quickly followed 
by a stellar winning effort in the 
$50,000 Henry Mercer Memorial 
Stakes on Sept. 17.The good times 
were short-lived, however, as Furr 
passed away in November. Dono 
lost a friend and a patron. 

After a brief stint on the shelf 
LBB (Lucy's Bob Boy) returned in 
2012 and finished second twice in 
allowances before victories in a 
never-won-three allowance, the 
Coin Collector and Robert G. Leavitt 
Memorial Stakes.Thus far, the Furr 
homebred has six wins and two 
seconds from eight career starts. 

He carries the green and yellow 
horseshoe silks of Tuffy's nephew, 
Michael. 

Lucy's Bob Boy's sire Flatter is a 
robust son of A.R Indy standing at 
Claiborne Farm in Paris, Ky. LBB is 
one of 21 stakes winners for his sire, 
who include Grade 1 winner and 
$ 1,442,383-earner Flat Out. 

Dono knows how fickle this game 
can be and savors every minute she 
has with her stable VIP 

"This horse has exceeded all my 
expectations and keeps raising the 
bar of excellence," she said. "My 
philosophy is simple-'a horse has to 
like his job to be successful.' From my 
owners, to the team at the barn, to 
my regular rider Gustavo, all systems 
are on go for a piece of good 
fortune." 


U ntil a recent health setback, 
octogenarian Charles (Buck) 
Woodson Jr. could be found 
handling the daily homestead duties 
at his 40-acre Buckstud farm. For the 
past four decades, the flamboyant 
personality has made ends meet 
by breeding, owning and training 
Thoroughbreds in his beloved state. 

His legendary West Virginia-bred, 
Onion Juice, won the inaugural 
running of the West Virginia Breeders 
Classic Stakes in 1987 and is considered 
by many racing enthusiasts to be 
one of the state's finest performers. 

Good fortune wasn't always 
the norm for Buck and his wife, 
Julianna.There were plenty of 
lean times-however a turning 
point came when they privately 
purchased Ghostly Minister, a son of 
Deputy Minister, in the fall of 2003. 

He had not been an exceptional 
racehorse, but his fate would soon 
change. In his first crop. Ghostly 
Minister sired Ghostly Thunder, whom 
Woodson sold at the 2007 Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's 2-year- 
olds in training sale for $13,000. 

Ghostly Thunder returned to his 
home state and terrorized local 
competitors, capturing the 2008 
West Virginia Breeders Classic Stakes, 
banking $586,458 and rewarding 


Woodson with his first Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Association 
(TOBA) West Virginia Breeder of the 
Year Award. 

Ghostly Thunder was named 2008 
West Virginia-bred Horse of the Year. 

Woodson's sharp eye for brood¬ 
mare prospects has also paid big 
dividends for the small-scale breeder. 
He bought Numerous Moves as a 
3-year-old out of the Keeneland 
November breeding stock sale for 
$25,000 in foal to Whywhywhy in 
2004.The next spring, the daughter 
of Numerous produced future West 
Virginia-bred juvenile filly champion 
We're in the Money. 

In 2008, Woodson acquired 
Dancing Trieste for $20,000 at the 
November sale carrying her first foal. 
Last year, the Old Trieste mare's War 
Front colt set a record of $ 190,000 for 
a West Virginia-bred weanling sold 
at auction. The colt made bigger 
headlines at Fasig-Tipton's Saratoga 
yearling sale in August. Consigned 
by Hill V N' Dale Sales Agency, he 
was purchased by Demi O'Byrne, 
who buys for Coolmore.The price 
of $675,000 is a record for a West 
Virginia-bred yearling. 

Woodson still owns 9-year-old 
Dancing Trieste, who is in foal to 
Colonel John.

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Looking Back 


10years ago 

I The Delaware 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association’s Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred 
Program was set to begin in 
2003, offering purse enhance¬ 
ments for qualified horses 
boarded at farms and training 
facilities in the state. 

Bessie Gruwell, DTHA 
president, noted that the 
DCTP “will enable us to 
contribute. . . to the eco¬ 
nomic prosperity of Delaware 
agriculture, while provid¬ 
ing a financial incentive for 
Thoroughbred horsemen.” 

The DTHA approved up 
to $500,000 a year from the 
horsemen’s purse account to 
fund the program through 
2005. 

The first year of the program 
distributed $27,010 in bonuses. 
With nearly $1.5 million paid out 
in 2011, total disbursements were 
just shy of $6.5 million over the 
nine-year span. 

M Allen’s Prospect got his 
50th and 51 st stakes winners 
in August, surpassing legend¬ 
ary Maryland sires Nearctic 
(49), Smarten (49), Native 
Dancer (45), Caveat (40) and 
^Challenger II (34). The 
20-year-old Country Life Farm 
stallion added one more by the 
end of the month. 

From 17 crops, the son of Mr. 
Prospector sired 63 stakes winners. 
He stood his final season in 2003 
at age 21, and was euthanized that 
September from complications of 
surgery to remove a tumor from his 
throat latch. 

The most prolific sire of stakes 
winners currently standing in the 
Mid-Atlantic region is Not For 
Love. Northview Stallion Station's 
son of Mr. Prospector, who has also 
stood his entire career in Maryland, 
has 72 stakes winners. The all-time 
Mid-Atlantic leader was Windfields 
Farm's Northern Dancer, with 
147. 

I Bayard Sharp, one of the 
region’s leading breeders and

Delaware-based owner/breeder 
Bayard Sharp died in 2002. 


owners for more than a half- 
century, died at 89. 

The owner of 750-acre 
Sharp Farm in Middletown, 
Del., Mr. Sharp bred and 
campaigned such stars as 
Dixieland Band and his dam, 
Grade 1 winner Mississippi 
Mud, as well as Hopeful 
Stakes-Gl winner Papal Power 
and Belmont Stakes-Gl -placed 
Baron de Vaux. 

Mr. Sharp’s early racing 
endeavours came with steeple¬ 
chase horses, and counted 
champion Speculate in 1941. 


It was during that decade 
that his legendary association 
began with Charlie Peoples. 
The former steeplechase rider 
became Mr. Sharp’s trainer, a 
position Peoples held for more 
than 50 years, until his death 
in 1999. u We’ve probably set a 
world record,” said Mr. Sharp 
in 1991 of their then 48-year 
working relationship. 

I Tom Reigle was taking a 
different approach to standing 
stallions in the region, and it 
was proving quite successful at 
his Reigle Heir Farms in 
Grantville, Pa., as he stood 
three of the top stallions in 
the state—Judge T C, Patton 
and Roanoke. 

“Reigle specializes in young 
castoffs from the Bluegrass 
State—horses with solid cre¬ 
dentials who have a few crops 
of Kentucky-bred foals com¬ 
ing to the races, but for one 
reason or another no longer 
seem to justify Kentuckians’ 
faith,” wrote Anne Peters. 

“I could have bred [fudge 
T C] to 200 mares this year if 
I wanted,” said Reigle of the 


newest addition to the roster. 
The 11 -year-old stallion ranked 
among the top 20 North 
American-based sires and had 
10 stakes winners in his first 
two crops. 

I War Emblem became the 
first Kentucky Derby-Gl win¬ 
ner to take the Haskell 
Invitational Handicap-Gl 
when he outran Magic Weisner 
and three other rivals. 

Trainer Bob Baffert had 
been reluctant to send War 
Emblem to New Jersey fol¬ 
lowing the death of the dual 
classic winner’s owner. Prince 
Ahmed Salman, less than two 
weeks earlier. The colt added 
the winner’s share of the 
$1 million purse to his bank¬ 
roll, which contributed to the 
celebration for Baffert and his 
new bride, Jill Moss, whom 
he married the evening before 
the race. 

I Wiseman’s Ferry led wire to 
wire to outfinish The Judge 
Sez Who by a neck in 
Mountaineer’s $600,000 West 
Virginia Derby-G3, the richest 
race run in the state. 

The West Virginia Derby was 
the second Derby win, following 
one at Lone Star, and the richest 
score of Wiseman's Ferry's career. 
He retired to stud after earning a 
total of $825,266 in 16 starts. 

The son of Hennessy joined the 
Pennsylvania sire ranks in 2009 
and is the sire of one of thisyeads 
best handicap horses, multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Wise Dan. 

25years ago 

I Changes continued at 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon, 
Md., when it was announced 
that three new stallions would 
stand at the legendary property 
in 1988. 

The farm, purchased by 
Baltimorean Jim Ward earlier 
in the year, added to the roster 
millionaire Roo Art, estab¬ 
lished sire Baederwood and 
Grade 1 winner Believe the 
Queen. Already in the stallion 
barn were Salutely (whose 
first crop were 3-year-olds) 
and Exclusive One, a son of 
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Exclusive Native. Roo Art 
would be the greatest money¬ 
winning horse to stand at stud 
in Maryland. The multiple 
Grade 1 winner by Buckaroo 
earned $1,011,723 during his 
career. 

Sagamore also announced 
the retirement of 27-year-old 
Restless Native from com¬ 
mercial stud duty. The son 
of Native Dancer had a long 
and distinguished career, and 
sired the likes of top distaff¬ 
ers Twixt and Dismasted. 

His breeder and former 
Sagamore Farm owner, Alfred 
Vanderbilt, was considering 
breeding a few of his own 
mares to the aging gray stallion 
the next season. 

I The cold war was 
thawing—for the first time 
in 21 years, horses from the 
USSR would ship to America 
to contest the Washington, 
D.C., International-Gl. 

The race carried a two-tier 
purse structure, with nomi¬ 
nated runners competing for 
$'7 50,000, and invitees, of 
which Laurel could add a 
maximum of three, racing for 
$400,000. For the invitees, 
Laurel paid transportation 
costs of the horse, trainer, 
groom, jockey and other 
employees, as well as liv¬ 
ing expenses in the U.S. The 
Russian entrant was an invitee. 

I Classic winner Caveat got 
his first winner when his 
2-year-old son Eudaemonic 
led all the way to score in a 
5 1 /2-furlong maiden special 
weight at Monmouth Park in 
August for owner Scott Savin 
and trainer Sonny Hine. 

Getting his first stakes win¬ 
ner was champion Deputy 
Minister, when Silver Deputy 
captured the Swynford Stakes 
for 2-year-olds at Woodbine. 

Both Caveat and 
Deputy Minister entered 
stud at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City in 1984. 
Winner of the 1983 Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, Caveat stood 
the most recent season for 
$20,000. Deputy Minister, the 
Eclipse Award-winning cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old of 1981 and 


Horse of the Year in Canada, 
stood for $25,000. 

I The best sprinter in 
England was Northern 
Dancers 3-year-old son Ajdal, 
who followed a victory in the 
Group 1 July Cup at 
Newmarket with a dominating 
score in the William Hill Sprint 
Championship-Gl at York in 
August. The Maryland-bred 
campaigned for Sheikh 
Mohammed al Maktoum, who 
purchased him privately 
following the 1985 Keeneland 
Select Yearling sale after 
breeder Ralph Wilson bought 
the colt back for $7.5 million. 
Ajdal was out of Native 
Parmer (by Raise a Native) 

50years ago 

I Merryland Farm in Hydes, 
Md., was sold by Betty Shea 
to Mrs. Henry Obre. The new 
owner noted, “We plan to run 
Merryland Farm as a com¬ 
mercial breeding and boarding 
center. The new racing law 
in Maryland was certainly a 
strong factor in this decision.” 

Mrs. Shea’s late husband, 
Danny Shea, had purchased 
the 250-acre property in 1939. 
Wrote former Maryland Horse 
Breeders Assocation field 
secretary Humphrey Finney: 
“After Danny moved to 
Merryland [the farm is named 
after the horse ‘Merryland’], 
he went to work. Like Betty 
[Danny’s widow, now Mrs. 
Thomas W. Miller] says, every 


cent Danny ever made out of 
horses went right back into 
that farm. 

“He built it up month by 
month and year by year. When 
he died three years ago he had 
something in that farm that 
couldn’t have been duplicated 
by money. It was, quite literally, 
his life’s work.” 

I Four new stallions were set 
to enter stud in Maryland in 
1963, all stakes winners. The 
best known was the popular 
state-bred Yes You Will, who 
would stand at Worthington 
Farms in Glyndon. Others 
were Rejected (to Pistorio Farm 
in Ellicott City), John William 
(to Elray Farm in Kingsville) 
and Call the Witness. The lat¬ 


ter, who most recently had 
defeated Kelso at equal 
weights at Atlantic City, would 
stand for his owner Mrs. Henry 
Obre at Merryland Farm. 

All had modest stud careers , but 
Call the Witness ; a son of Better 
Self had the least opportunity. He 
died after only three seasons at stud. 
His was a case of what might have 
been-from 21 foals, he sired 19 
starters (90 percent), 17 winners 
(90 percent of starters) and one 
stakes winner. That stakes winner, 
Yonnie Girl, was one of his seven 
daughters to produce foals. She was 
the dam of three stakes winners, 
including 1982 Travers Stakes-Gl 
victor Runaway Groom. 

■ D.M. (Mikey) Smithwick 
became the leading 
steeplechase trainer of all time 
when his runners surpassed 
the $1 million mark in career 
earnings midway through the 
season. 

“Winning $1 million in 
purse money with steeplechase 
horses is at least 50 times 
harder than winning the same 
amount with a top-ranking 
stable of flat-race runners,” 
noted The Maryland Horse. 

Smithwick surpassed 
George H. (Pete) Bostwick 
as the all-time leading trainer 
by earnings when he sent out 
Narcissus II to win the Manly 
Handicap, worth $2,540, at 
Fair Hill.
